a. Up to, but no more than, sixteen (16) units of multi-family housing will 
be approved under the terms of this section of the ordinance; and this will 
be contingent upon the availability of building permits. Application for 
units beyond 16 will require one (1) numbered permit per unit. 

b. A record holder may apply for up to eight (8) multi-family dwelling units 
in a single structure per building permit. 

c. Each approved application will be considered as one (1) numbered building 
permit. 

d. The application for a permit must specify that a multi-family dwelling is 
being sought. 

e. The lot and building involved must meet the requirement of the Zoning 
Ordinance before a permit is issued (i.e. Zoning Board of Adjustment 
and/or Planning Board approval as necessary). 

f. Multi-family permits will be issued in the same manner as all other residen- 
tial housing permits and no preference will be given to one over the other. 

g. Permit Expiration 
New construction of multi-family housing will meet the same criteria as 
new residential construction — ‘‘Actively prosecuted in 4 months,”’ i.e. 
foundation in and capped. Completed in two years. Conversion of Ex- 
isting Building — ‘‘Completed in 6 months,’’ i.e. totally converted and 
ready for habitation as a dwelling unit. This condition supersedes the con- 
ditions of Section 10.06 as they may pertain to multi-family conversions. 


Multi-family building permits may be transferred to successive owners 


of the land or building (in the case of conversions) but may not be trans- 
ferred from one lot to another or one building to another.

Section 11.15 

PURPOSE 

The purpose of this additional requirement added to the Zoning Ordinance 
is to define when noise produced may be considered objectionable and pro- 
hibited so as to protect and preserve the environment within residential areas 
of Hopkinton. 

The Hopkinton Zoning Ordinance prohibits dangerous, noxious, in- 
jurious, or other objectionable noise. Noise may be considered objectionable 
and therefore excessive adjacent to residences in Hopkinton when at the pro- 
perty line of the noise source: 

a. the low frequency noise level in the 31.5 Hertz octave produced by a noise 
source exceeds 65 dB; 

b. the A-weighted noise level produced by a noise source exceeds by 10 dB 
or more the A-weighted residual ambient sound level that exists without 
the noise source operating; or 

c. the noise produced by a noise source contains one or more audible tonal 
components not masked by the residual ambient sound. 


The residual ambient sound level is the background sound level (without the 
noise source operating) that is exceeded ninety percent of the time during 
the period in question. The period would usually be the quiet late evening 
or nighttime hours for continuously operating facilities. For intermittently 
operating facilities, the period would usually be the hour or hours that the 
noise source typically operates. For noise sources that operate only during 
the daytime, less frequently than one day per week, the above noise level 
limits may be increased by 5 dB. 


This restriction shall not apply to sounds associated with: 

a. emergency vehicles and signals; 

b. domestic equipment such as mowers and saws excluding recreational 
vehicles operating between 7 a.m. and 9 p.m.; 

. farm equipment such as tractors and other farm implements; 

. church bells; 

. aircraft, trains, and motor vehicles on public ways; 
brief and intermittent operation of emergency devices, and; 

. construction sites. 


CO. ha 20.96 


Prior to the construction or continued operation of any building or facility 
within Hopkinton that might reasonably be expected to produce objectionable 
noise, the developer or owner shall retain the services of an experienced 
acoustical engineer approved by the Town. The acoustical engineer shall pro- 
vide to the Town for review and approval by Town Officials the information 
and noise data required in Table | available at the Selectmen’s Office plus 
whatever additional information is requested by the Town to ensure com- 
pliance with the noise requirements. The developer or owner shall provide 
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to the Town written notification confirming their intent to take all necessary 
steps to avoid producing objectionable noise. Buildings or facilities that pro- 
duce objectionable noise are subject to the enforcement provisions of the Zon- 
ing Ordinance.

SELECTMEN’S REPORT 


Growth has been the most important and time-consuming issue to face us this 
year. 

In April we distributed the 49 residential building permits allowed under the 
term of the new Growth Management Ordinance. We did this in a manner which 
most fairly served the greatest number of people. Everyone who applied got at 
least one permit. 

We wholeheartedly support the efforts of the Planning Board to update the 
Master Plan. It is vitally important that growth in the Town of Hopkinton be order- 
ly and that an equitable balance be maintained between community housing needs 
and the ability of the community to pay for the increased services demanded by 
growth. 

Early this year we asked a group of local citizens to look into the feasibility 
of industrial/commercial development as a means of broadening our tax base. 
The committee of Phil Dunlap, chairman, Charlie Crathern, Kim Hoevler, John 
Madden and Kurt Swenson carefully studied how best to attract development that 
would enhance the community. Their recommendation was the formation of a 
non-profit Industrial Development Corporation that would work with the Town 
to attract development that could harmoniously co-exist with our present com- 
munity. Incorporation papers are now being drawn up and shares will be offered 
to the public in the near future. 

It was with much regret that we accepted Dave Story’s resignation in the spring. 
His title changed over the years, from Road Agent to Highway Commissioner, 
but his ability, good humor and warmth never changed. We deeply appreciate 
his devotion to the Town and to the people he worked with. 

The Town, at a Special Town Meeting, enacted important amendments to the 
Sewer Ordinance. These amendments should ensure a system which will not tax 
the plant’s capacity but still allow for a reasonable increase in the usage. 

This year we saw our first townwide paving project. Although we had some 
scheduling problems, we feel it was successful and well received by the Town. 
As this program continues, our roadways will show a significant improvement. 

The completion of the roadway project at Deer Meadow Brook on Penacook 
Road was completed and greatly improved this long-standing problem area. When 
the Blackwater River Bridge on Penacook Road has been rehabilitated, we will 
have all the Town’s bridges in good condition. 

A professional audit of all Town records was done this year by the firm of 
Carri, Plodzik and Sanderson. This has been a very valuable study. Our books 
were found to be in good shape and several recommendations for more efficient 
bookkeeping have already been instituted. We hope to have a professional audit 
done on a yearly basis. 

The public parking lot in Contoocook was finished in late fall. It has certainly 
helped to alleviate some of the parking problems in the village. We expect to 
landscape the surrounding area in the spring. 

Cable Television is finally a reality for many residents. The latest update from 
Continental Television is that the service area now reaches Park Ave. with hook 
ups to other areas coming soon. 

There have been continuing maintenance and repair problems at the Horseshoe 
Tavern in Hopkinton. Damaged piers had to be repaired in November, and sep- 
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tic problems have adversely affected the leachfield. We expect to discuss this 
at Town Meeting. 

The computer for our office went on line in December. Many months of research 
went into finding the right computer and software for the Town’s needs. We are 
pleased with the efficiency of the program we selected and with the enthusiasm 
our office staff have shown in using it. 

Test wells are now being dug at the Landfill, but we do not expect to have 
any reports on ground water purity until late March. Even under optimum condi- 
tions, mandated Landfill closure promises to be a very expensive procedure for 
the Town. At this point no one can estimate the cost, but in the coming years 
there is no doubt that the Landfill. budget will increase dramatically. 

We thank the Town Department heads and employees for the continuing quality 
of their service. We give special thanks to those volunteers who sit on the Town 
Boards, Committees and Commissions. They are your neighbors, and they serve 
to help you.

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AUDITOR’S REPORT ON FINANCIAL PRESENTATION 


To the Members of the Board of Selectmen 
Town of Hopkinton 
Hopkinton, New Hampshire 


We have examined the combined financial statements and the combining fund 
and account group financial statements of the Town of Hopkinton, New Hamp- 
shire as of and for the year ended December 31, 1985, as listed in the table of 
contents. Our examination was made in accordance with generally accepted 
auditing standards and, accordingly, included such tests of the accounting records 
and such other auditing procedures as we considered necessary in the circum- 
stances. 

As described in Note 1B, the combined financial statements referred to above 
do not include financial statements of the General Fixed Asset Group of Accounts 
which should be included to conform with generally accepted accounting 
principles. 

In our opinion, except that omission of the General Fixed Asset Group of Ac- 
counts results in an incomplete presentation, as explained in the above paragraph, 
the combined financial statements and the combining fund and account group finan- 
cial statements referred to above present fairly the financial position of the Town 
of Hopkinton, New Hampshire at December 31, 1985, and the results of its opera- 
tions for the year then ended, in conformity with generally accepted accounting 
principles applied on a basis consistent with that of the preceding year. 

Our examination was made for the purpose of forming an opinion on the com- 
bined financial statements taken as a whole and on the combining fund and ac- 
count group financial statements. The accompanying financial information listed 
as supplemental schedules in the table of contents, including the supplemental 
Schedule of Federal Assistance, is presented for purposes of additional analysis 
and is not a required part of the combined financial statements of the Town of 
Hopkinton, New Hampshire. The information has been subjected to the auditing 
procedures applied in the examination of the combined, combining fund and ac- 
count group financial statements and, in our opinion, is fairly stated in all material 
respects in relation to the combined financial statements taken as a whole.

contained in the Standards for Audit of Governmental Organizations, Programs, 
Activities, and Functions, issued by the U.S. General Accounting Office, the Single 
Audit Act of 1984, and the provisions of OMB Circular A-128, Audits of State 
and Local Governments . For the purpose of this report, we have classified the 
significant internal accounting and administrative controls used in administering 
Federal financial assistance programs in the following categories:

The management of the Town of Hopkinton, New Hampshire, is responsible 
for establishing and maintaining internal control systems used in administering 
Federal financial assistance programs. In fulfilling that responsibility, estimates 
and judgments by management are required to assess the expected benefits and 
related costs of control procedures. The objectives of internal control systems 
used in administering Federal financial assistance programs are to provide manage- 
ment with reasonable, but not absolute, assurance that, with respect to Federal 
financial assistance programs, resource use is consistent with laws, regulations, 
and policies; resources are safeguarded against waste, loss, and misuse; and 
reliable data are obtained, maintained, and fairly disclosed in reports. 
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Because of inherent limitations in any system of internal accounting and ad- 
ministrative controls used in administering Federal financial assistance programs, 
errors or irregularities may nevertheless occur and not be detected.

With respect to the internal control systems used solely in administering the 
nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs of the Town of Hopkinton, New 
Hampshire, our study and evaluation was limited to a preliminary review of the 
systems to obtain an understanding of the control environment and the flow of 
transactions through the accounting system. Our study and evaluation of the in- 
ternal control systems used solely in administering the nonmajor Federal finan- 
cial assistance programs of the Town of Hopkinton, New Hampshire, did not 
extent beyond this preliminary review phase. 

Our study and evaluation was more limited than would be necessary to express 
an opinion on the internal control systems used in administering the Federal finan- 
cial assistance programs of the Town of Hopkinton, New Hampshire. Accordingly, 
we do not express an opinion on the internal control systems used in administer- 
ing the Federal assistance program of the Town of Hopkinton, New Hampshire. 

Also, our examination, made in accordance with the standards mentioned above, 
would not necessarily disclose material weaknesses in the internal control systems 
used solely in administering nonmajor Federal financial assistance programs. 

However, our study and evaluation and our examination disclosed no condi- 
tion that we believe to be a material weakness, except as indicated in our manage- 
ment letter of July 11, 1986, in relation to a Federal financial assistance program.

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HOPKINTON TOWN LIBRARIES 


This year the trustees and the librarians are working together with members 
of the Master Plan Committee to evaluate the libraries and study their future finan- 
cial and physical needs. The group plans to set long range goals and steps to im- 
plement them. Residents are urged to contribute their insights to the study. A 
questionnaire will be available at both libraries and at town meeting. 

After the major changes in the Hopkinton Village Library during 1985, it is 
nice to report an outwardly quiet year. 1986 can be noted as a year of fine tun- 
ing. Bringing the card catalog up to date is our major priority this year. The Friends 
of the Hopkinton Village Library generously gave the library a new World Book 
Encyclopedia set and brightened the children’s area with a hugh bright yellow 
parrot kite, two small chairs for the children’s table and a green house effect 
of flowering plants along the bay windows. Two first grade classes from the Harold 
Martin School have been coming to the library two afternoons a month for a story 
hour and special historical programs in cooperation with the Antiquarian Socie- 
ty. The summer reading programs were a big success and will continue this com- 
ing summer. Several patrons made contributions of magazines, books and money 
which were greatly appreciated. 

The adult section of Bates Library, while serving the public with ample and 
varied fiction, a broad spectrum of non-fiction and a reference section providing 
answers to more than 700 questions in 1986, was enhanced by additions to the 
science fiction section, the hospice shelf and by the borrowing of collections of 
books from neighboring libraries to fill readers’ needs. Gifts — memorial and 
direct — of books, magazines, money for same, business supplies, a shade tree 
for the lawn and two end-of-stack display units were gratefully received. The 
addition of a tarred entrance ramp makes Bates safer and more accessible, while 
the addition of a telephone extension in the children’s room and an intercom to 
same make for more convenient and rapid communication. Both librarians have 
regularly attended area library meetings, forums and workshops to stay abreast 
of new library techniques and statewide policies. Through popular demand, Bates 
has become a convenient recycling station for magazines, sewing patterns, catalogs 
and paperback books. Throughout the year, Friends of Bates have contributed 
a vast number of volunteer hours toward routine operations, while concentrating 
on a colorful project — dust jacket renewal for much-used volumes. 

The highlight of the children’s activities at Bates was the magic show in August 
when over 100 townspeople congratulated the readers who completed the sum- 
mer reading programs at both libraries. Community involvement with reading 
is further demonstrated by the volunteer storyhour readers, family dramatiza- 
tions of books and the collections and displays brought in by children and their 
families. Dinosaurs, holiday dioramas, handmade marionettes as well as art work 
by local pre-schools brighten our environment. School and town libraries cooperate 
well. We enjoyed over 200 books from Maple Street School Library for the sum- 
mer, ‘young author’ books come from the second grade for use within Bates and 
we borrowed the art teacher for a mobile project. We have been adding up-dated 
non-fiction to our collection to help with school reports, pre-school early learn- 
ing books and early readers.

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HOPKINTON DISTRICT NURSE 


Home care is the oldest form of health care. People have been cared for in 
their homes throughout the centuries. The concept of caring for an ill relative, 
whether it is a sick child after surgery, or a terminal person, is a new concept 
for some. It is the most satisfying form of care available today — not only for 
the patient but for the caretakers. 

Most of us have positive feelings about being *‘at home’’. Most of us love being 
independent. No one wants to be in an institution unless it is the only place where 
we can obtain the twenty-four hour care that we need. Home care is less expen- 
sive and less stressful for the patient. We hope that the availability of the Hopkinton 
District Nurse and the Hopkinton Hospice help this town to better care for their ill. 

Home care agencies were originally started to help the poor and the needy, 
who would go without this care otherwise. Your town nurse has the same policies 
and care for all, regardless of income, without the need to consider insurance, 
Meidcare or fees. 

The nurse’s office is in the Contoocook Community Center. I keep regular hours 
of 12:00-1:30 p.m. on Wednesdays and Fridays. These hours are convenient for 
those who are not house bound. Other hours are on a ‘‘as needed’’ basis. 

In the past year there was a successful blood drive for the Red Cross which 
was coordinated with the High School Honor Society. This was held at the High 
School with the assistance of the ladies of the Hopkinton First Congregational 
Church. I look forward to working with the students again in 1987. 

Other plans for 1987 include co-sponsoring an American Red Cross CPR course, 
the Lions’ Health Van and a public information meeting on Aids with Fordham 
Von Reyn, M.D. as the principle speaker. The State Public Health Department 
has asked us to make an effort to present the facts and the fiction of this disease. 

My thanks to those to have worked with me in the past year, especially the 
board members, those other town agencies and employees with whom I work 
and those who have given their time, effort and assistance when it was needed.

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POLICE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


This year has been a very active one for your police department. From an of- 
ficer being shot in the line of duty to a record year for DWI (Driving While In- 
toxicated) arrests, your police department has always found the resources to serve 
and protect the community. 

January thru March we were involved in an ongoing burglary prevention pro- 
gram that put extra patrols on the secondary roads during the peak hours for 
daytime burglaries. This effort resulted in the apprehension of two suspects who 
later confessed to more than fifty burglaries that they had committed in Mer- 
rimack County. 

April was seen as a high point in our motor vehicle activities. Fifteen motor 
vehicle accident were investigated, along with more than two hundred and seventy- 
five warnings and over fifty speeding summonses issued. This program was ef- 
fective because statistics show a decline in accidents for the remainder of 1986. 

May saw an incident that all law enforcement officers know can happen at any 
time but never to us. Officer Ira Migdal was shot while assisting a neighboring 
community. He is now recovering from his injry and is expected to return to 
duty in the near future. 

June, July, August, “‘the summer,’’ brought heavy traffic and the ‘‘usual’’ sum- 
mer criminal mischief problems. Large, outdoor parties are a summer tradition 
but also a summer headache for the police. One of our high points this summer 
was the addition to the departments full time force of Jim McLaughlin. Officer 
McLaughlin has been a certified police officer for eight years and comes to us 
from Derry, N.H. We also welcomed to our office staff Thelma McManus who 
joined the department as part time clerk. 

September means two things to the Hopkinton Police Department; first the fair 
and then the opening of school. Traffic safety and traffic enforcement are para- 
mount. Your police department uses all three cruisers and calls in both the sheriff s 
department and the state police to assist in curbing violations during this critical 
time period. 

October, November, and December activities were unusually slow for this time 
of year. We took advantage of this lull to continue and update the education of 
all officers of this department. All officers attended at least two classes offered 
by New Hampshire Police Standards and Training Council. 

Your police department is always seeking ways to better provide for the safety 
of the community. We encourage the input of the public in this endeavor. Any 
member of this department is always willing to listen to your thoughts and ideas. 
PLEASE, help us serve you. 

A special thanks must go to the Highway Department, the Fire Department, 
and the Rescue Squad for their assistance. We wish to acknowledge our gratitude 
to the Board of Selectmen for their support during a difficult year.

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FIRE DEPARTMENT REPORT 


Before I begin our report I would like to state that the Hopkinton Fire Depart- 
ment seeks active volunteers. Volunteers to become ambulance attendants, 
firefighters and members of the Fire Department women’s auxilliary are needed. 
I realize this takes time but there is a good feeling when one can help their com- 
munity and their neighbors. 

There was a decrease of 33 fire related calls last year. On the other hand our 
ambulance runs increased by 76. The number of chimney fires remained the same 
but we had three more house fires. A reminder on chimneys; keep them clean 
if you burn wood. Also, double check everything around the house. Keep it fire 
safe. From the Warden’s side of the Department, I would like to remind you 
that it is necessary to have a permit to burn brush if there is no snow on the ground. 
Generally, we allow permit burning after 5:00 p.m., however, with snow on th 
ground burning can occur at any time. We ask that if you are burning brush on 
snow that you let us know so we can be aware of it. When permits are necessary 
they can be obtained at the Fire Station during the week or by calling any of the 
Wardens. 

Last year we purchased a new fire truck. It took about one year for delivery 
and construction and the truck should be delivered to the Department soon. Once 
received, we will begin acceptance and certification testing. We expect this to 
take about one week. The new truck will be in service around April 1, 1987 and 
it will be housed in the Hopkinton Station. With this new truck we were able 
to retire a 1953 tank truck. The new truck is very versatile and is a great compli- 
ment to our fire protection system in Hopkinton. 

Once again, the annual Thanksgiving Benefit Raffle was a great success. Pro- 
ceeds from the raffle help to support our scholarship and boy scout programs. 

Three new programs in fire safety were instituted by the Department in 1986. 
The first was the Learn Not to Burn Program. During the month of October we 
spent one week in the schools working with children at the Harold Martin School 
and Maple Street School. We put on demonstrations and taught correct safety 
procedures to be followed during a fire emergency. Not only was this enjoyable 
for us but we considered it very successful. For those who helped us to set up 
this program we extend our thanks. Shortly after the school fire prevention pro- 
gram the Department initiated a check your smoke detector campaign. We 
displayed posters throughout Town urging residents to check smoke detectors. 
This small, inexpensive device is one of the best safety devices one could install 
in the home. I constantly read and hear from my colleagues in other Towns how 
much devices saved lives. If you do not have a smoke detector in your home 
get one now. You will never regret it. The final program undertaken by the Depart- 
ment concerned life safety inspections of a number of buildings in Town. In most 
instances, changes had to occur but I believe these changes are for the better. 

In 1987 the Department will continue with all of the community safety pro- 
grams and we will institute an extensive emergency preplan program for the com- 
munity. One of these preplans will call for personnel training and the develop- 
ment of a hazardous materials incident command system with other communities 
in the Capital Area Mutual Aid Compact Association. 
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In 1986 the Fire Department responded to 158 fire calls and 316 ambulance 
runs.

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REPORT OF TOWN FOREST FIRE WARDEN 
AND STATE FOREST RANGER 


Between July 1985 and June 1986, we experienced fewer fires than normal. 
The two leading causes of forest fires were again children and fires kindled without 
written permission of a Forest Fire Warden. Both causes are preventable, but 
only with your help. 

Please help our town and state forest fire officials with forest fire prevention. 
Contact your Forest Fire Warden for more information. 

Enforcement of a state timber harvest regulation is the responsibility of State 
Forestry officials. Our state has excellent timber harvest regulations; however, 
your assistance is needed. 

If you know of a logging operation and suspect a state timber harvest law may 
be violated, call your Forest Fire Warden. 

If you own forest land, you became responsible for the timber tax payment 
starting April 1, 1986. This is a change in the Timber Tax Law that will impact 
all forest landowners. Contact your Board of Selectmen for timber tax forms.

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HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 


This has been a very active year for the Highway Department. With numerous 
snow and ice storms in the winter months, and heavy rain during the summer, 
1986 was the wettest year recorded. As a result of all this moisture, much of 
our time and money had to be spent maintaining our roads. 

Drainage is one of our biggest problems. As in the past few years, we addressed 
some of the more critical areas — with much more needed and planned as time 
and money allow. With the rising cost of labor and materials, we are limited to 
what we can do in one year. 

New Construction Funds were spent on Clement Hill Road again this year. 
Another 2100’ feet was excavated, graveled, drainage installed and repaved. 

This was the first year of our Shim and Pave Program, 2100’ of Stumpfield 
Road, 1700’ of Woodwells Garrison, and 5000’ of East Penacook Road were 
shimmed and overlayed with hot top. The paving was done by Pike Industries 
with the preparation work (installing culverts and underdrain, cleaning ditches, 
and excavation of rocks from rock bed) being done by this department. We hope 
to continue this program over the next few years to upgrade our roads. 

The stone bridge over Deer Meadow Brook on East Penacook Road was replaced 
with metal pipe. This along with widening and straightening the curve has made 
this section of road much safer. Weaver Bros. Construction completed this project. 

All of these projects along with our regular maintenance work, plowing, sand- 
ing, grading roads, patching, trimming brush, mowing roadsides, cleaning ditches 
and maintaining equipment etc., keep us very busy year-round. 

If you have any concerns pertaining to the Highway Department, please call 
746-5118. If we are not in to answer your call, leave your name and phone number 
with our recorder. In case of an emergency, please call the Police Department 
at 746-4141 so that they can contact the proper person. 

I would like to thank the Selectmen for their support this past year. Also, I 
thank former Highway Commissioner, Dave Story, for his many years of guidance 
and support.

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TOWN POLICY FOR WINTER MAINTENANCE 


1. SNOW PLOWING: The Town vehicles begin plowing when the snow has 
accumulated 2 to 3 inches. After roads are clear, sanding and salting will begin. 

2. WINTER FREEZING RAIN STORM: It is important to note that salt or 
sand is wasted if applied before rain stops. There is nothing the highway depart- 
ment can do during a freezing rainstorm. However, as soon as the rain stops, 
salt and sand will be applied to the roads. 

3. CLEAN ROAD POLICY: The Town of Hopkinton, like most communities 
and cities, does not have a clean road policy. In other words, all roads and streets 
will not be kept completely clear of snow and, therefore, only caution can be 
advised for winter driving. Salt will be applied to all tar roads. However, where 
the shaded areas are found, there will be some snow or ice spots. The amount 
of salt is limited and will be used sparingly. Dirt roads will be sanded, but a build- 
up of ice cannot be helped so re-sanding is necessary; but with ice under the sand, 
it still makes instant stops impossible. 

4. PLOW ROUTES: Each plow route is approximately 15 miles long and takes 
3 to 4 hours to cover. So, if plowing is started with two inches of snow, by the 
time the vehicle finishes the route 3 or 4 hours later, there could be up to 6 inches 
of snow on the first part of his route. Therefore, during a heavy snowstorm, at 
times, there will be snow on the roads. 
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HOPKINTON ROAD COMMITTEE REPORT 


The Road Committee members serve jointly in the function of Town Engineer. 
Our duties include review of subdivisions and site plans to insure that they are 
planned to address highway safety concerns and to keep the the towns maintenance 
responsibilities to a minimum. Proposals are discussed with developers and reviews 
are based on town regulations. Monthly meetings are held the Ist thursday of 
every month at 7 p.m. in the new town shed conference room. 

In the past year we have updated the inventory of class V road mileage. The 
total road mileage is the single statistic used to determine the towns share of state 
road aid. 

We are also presently conducting a town wide traffic sign inventory. Recom- 
mendations will be made to update signing for information purposes and to be 
in conformance with national standards. 

Other functions include making recommendations for road improvements and 
setting priorties. Last years report listed these priorities, some of which were 
constructed during 1986. 

The committee is in surport of a warrant article to finance survey and design 
work for the reconstruction of Broad Cove Road. Broad Cove provides access 
to a considerable amount of undeveloped land which has in the past been denied 
subdivision approval due to the road’s condition. It is anticipated that construc- 
tion will be financed at least in part by developers of the abutting land.

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HOPKINTON PLANNING BOARD 


During 1986 the Planning Board approved 16 subdivisions involving 77 build- 
able lots; 2 subdivisions were denied involving 8 lots. The largest two approvals 
were for the 48 single family development on South Road and the 32 unit 
multifamily condominium project on Park Avenue. 

Growth in the Town of Hopkinton continues to be a top priority issue. The 
economic prosperity of New Hampshire and the desirability to develop Hopkintn 
are strong forces. To guide the Town’s growth, the Planning Board established 
the Master Plan Revision Committee in August, 1986, to update the 1979 Master 
Plan. This committee is co-chaired by Erick Leadbeater and Bob Wells and is 
scheduled to make its recommendations to the Board in August, 1987. The Board, 
in turn, will evaluate the plan and make its recommeded modifications to the Zon- 
ing Ordinances at the 1988 Town Meeting. 

Due to the complexities of a Master Plan which are dictated by the needs of 
the State Legislature and the Courts, the Planning Board and the Selectmen recom- 
mended to the Revision Committee that the services of a professional consultant 
be obtained to assist in the updating process. After assessing the professionals, 
the Committee selected the Thorensen Group. Their employment in this project 
is a major investment in the Town’s future and totals $25,500. The Planning Board 
considers this expenditure a necessity if Hopkinton wants a plan that will stand 
the almost guaranteed challenge of its legality in Court. 

Everyone in town has had an opportunity to get involved to some degree in 
the Master Plan process through the questionnaire distributed in November, and 
a public meeting held at the Town Hall in December, 1986. As the Revision Com- 
mittee continues to work on and develop the revised Master Plan, all residents 
are encouraged to participate when requested and to keep informed by attending 
the public meetings. 

Until the revised Master Plan can be evaluated, the Planning Board is recom- 
mending a 4% increase in the number of permits available during 1987. This 
increases the total permits from 49 to 51. To facilitate the long recognized need 
for multifamily housing, the Planning Board is also recommending a warrant ar- 
ticle, for 1987, allowing up to 5 of the allowable permits to be used to construct 
up to a maximum of 16 dwelling units. Without this modification to the Growth 
Limitation ordinance, it is unlikely that any multifamily housing will be built in 
1987. 

The Planning Board did not want to single out any one area among all of those 
to be addressed by the Revision Committee, but thought multifamily housing was 
such an important issue that it had to be addressed, at least on an interim basis, 
before 1988. 

During 1986, the Planning Board lost the services of John Herrick, Roy Lang, 
Roni Soucy and George Langwasser. The Board and the Town thanks you for 
your valued services. George served as a member for 6 years and guided the 
Board as Chairman for 3 years. 

While much of this report has focused on the Master Plan Revision, the Board 
also encourages your participation and interest at our regular monthly meeting. 
Your input improves our decisions. We also thank the other Boards, Departments 
and Committees, especially the Road Committee, for their assistance.

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REPORT OF THE CAPITAL IMPROVEMENT COMMITTEE 


The new items recommended for capital improvement funding during the next 
five years include the following: 

The Fire Department requires funding to overhaul the 60M2 fire truck. 

The School Study Committee is proposing a major addition to the Harold Mar- 
tin School as the first phase of a potential two phase long range plan. In addition, 
fire safety improvements are required to bring the schools up to code. 

The Highway Department requests the purchase of brush chipper. The Depart- 
ment will have an additional $10,000 in State Aid available bringing its road im- 
provement program to $85,000. The Road Committee requested $25,000 to do 
an engineering study of improvements to Broad Cove Road. Sections of this road 
need substantial improvements to serve the existing houses. In 1986, the Plann- 
ing Board denied a six lot subdivision on Broad Cove on the basis of premature 
development because of the road conditions. 

The Selectmen have requested a capital reserve account to be established to 
provide for redoing the tax maps. 

While there have been new items added this year, the overall projected capital 
program for the next five years has decreased slightly because the School’s building 
program has been modified downward. 

The Capital Improvement Program is shown on the next page.

The year 1986 saw some major improvements to the Hopkinton Community 
Center facility in respect to the Life Safety Codes of New Hampshire. Sprinkler 
heads were added to the furnace room; the upstairs rear exit was covered, ceiling 
and walls, with fire shield wallboard; a range hood and duct were installed in 
the downstairs kitchen, coordinated with the installation of chemical extinguishers; 
and self-closures were installed on certain doors. 

Also completed in the kitchen area were the installation of a used commercial 
dishwasher and the insulation of the kitchen floor. 

Because of the financial support of the town voters, local churches and organiza- 
tions, United Way, and participant fees and all the in-kind services and talented, 
caring volunteers and staff who give many extras, the Center continues to pro- 
vide educational, fitness and leisure activities for all ages. The Hopkinton Com- 
munity Center sponsors for the Preschool Age — Center Preschool, Holiday Par- 
ties, and Movenastics; for the Elementary School Age — Holiday Parties, 
Movenastics, Instructional Soccer, Field Hockey, Basketball, Competitive Basket- 
ball, Cheerleading, North American Soccer Day Camp, Pre-Ballet and Ballet, 
Hershey Track and Field Meet participation, MWM Theatre; for the Junior High 
Level — Soccer, Basketball, Cheerleading, Field Hockey, Hershey Track and 
Field Meet. And for the Junior-Senior Level — North American Soccer Day Camp 
and MWM Theatre Company. For Adults we have the Art Studio, Hopkinton 
Aerobics (new), Collette Tours (new), and rental use; for Senior Adults — the 
Wednesday Luncheons, field trips, Collette Tours, the Art Studio, and special 
Holiday Programs. A new family oriented program this year was the sponsor- 
ship of four Band Concerts by the Hopkinton Town Band — two in Contoocook 
and two in Hopkinton. 

Other programs held at the Hopkinton Community Center facility under their 
own sponsorship include Aerobic Dance, Dancercise, Soft Aerobics and Weight 
Watchers. Free office space is provided for Dial-A-Ride and Senior Services and 
for the Hopkinton District Nurse. 

Information concerning any of the mentioned programs is available by contact- 
ing the Hopkinton Community Center Office. 

The Community Center has utilized all of the building it leases from the Town 
of Hopkinton and is hopeful of up-grading the outside appearance of the facility 
in the coming year. The Board is busy working at coordinating programs and 
space availability with the local schools and town recreation facilities. 

Please consider this report an open invitation to ‘‘get involved’’ with the Hopkin- 
ton Community Center. Your support to the betterment of the services provided 
the community would be greatly appreciated.

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HOPKINTON CONSERVATION COMMISSION 


The Commission met regularly throughout the year plus had several meetings 
with the Selectmen. Two members attended the annual meeting of the N.H. 
Association of Conservation Commissions and other members represented the 
Commission on several local Boards and Committees. As part of our support to 
education, we sponsored two Hopkinton High School students, Lisa Richardson 
and Robert Hornor, to the N.H. Youth Conservation Camp, which is directed 
by the Society for the Protection of N.H. Forests. 

Maps showing watersheds, aquifers, and wetlands that are being worked on 
by the Commission will be incorporated into the revised Master Plan for the Town 
of Hopkinton. We have also provided input into the goals and objectives of the 
overall Conservation efforts within the Town. 

Although the Allen L. Lewis Memorial Forest was designated at last year’s 
Town meeting, minor complications prevented a dedication ceremony. We hope 
that this matter will soon be clarified and that the dedication will occur this year. 

Two shade trees were planted in Hopkinton Village as part of the Shade Tree 
Program. In an attempt to reduce the costs, we will try to transplant select trees 
from the Town forests into a makeshift nursery for later plantings at key loca- 
tions in Contoocook and Hopkinton Villages. 

The Commission co-sponsored a field day with the Kimball Pond Committee 
at the Kimball Lake Recreation Area where a short forestry tour was given by 
Tudor Richards. 

A regional Household Hazardous Waste Collection Day was held last September 
in Concord with seven towns, including Hopkinton, participating. Although it 
was the most waste ever collected through such a program in the State, overall 
turnout was relatively low. We hope to be involved in such a program again this 
year and encourage all households to join in our efforts to help provide a safer 
environment as well as a safer home. 

With development pressure increasing within the Town, the Commission is 
anxious to protect its open space, especially critical areas such as wetlands, 
aquifers, and prime farmlands. Outright acquisition, though desirable is not always 
economically feasible. The Commission can accept donations of lands as memorial 
forests or just the development rights and encourages the Townspeople to sup- 
port concepts such as the Trust for New Hampshire Lands to help preserve open 
space for conservation purposes in critical areas found locally as well as throughout 
the State. 

Finally, the Commission continues to assist the Selectmen in reviewing both 
Current Use and Dredge and Fill Applications for compliance with the category 
requirements. We appreciate the working relationship that we have with the Board 
of Selectmen, other Boards, and Town personnel.

Action taken with respect to two amendments of the Town Zoning Ordinance 
prepared by the Town Planning Board by voting by ballot upon the following 
questions: 


1. Are you in favor of the adoption of Amendment No. | as proposed by the Planning Board for 
the Town Zoning Ordinance as follows: 


Amend Section 10.15 of the Hopkinton Zoning Ordinance, entitled Growth Limitation Ordinance 
by striking said section and inserting in place thereof the following: 


GROWTH MANAGEMENT ORDINANCE 


PURPOSE 

The Town of Hopkinton finds that in order to protect the health, safety and general welfare 
of its citizens, allow for reasonable growth, ensure adequate municipal services to a growing 
population, maintain tax burdens within manageable proportions and ensure equitable distribu- 
tion of available building permits, the following regulations be adopted. 


DEFINITIONS 

“*Record Holder’’ shall mean the owner(s) of a legal building lot in Hopkinton and recorded 
at the Merrimack County Registry of Deeds as of the date of the Annual Town Meeting preceeding 
the current building year. Land owned in common shall not entitle the landowners thereof to 
more than the number of permits which would be available if the land were owned by one in- 
dividual. If a landowner has any direct or indirect financial interest in any other lot or building 
for which a permit has been previously issued under this ordinance, the previously issued per- 
mit(s) shall be deducted from the number of permits which would otherwise be available to 
the landowner. 


‘Building Year’’ shall mean the period between April 15 and April 14. 


‘*Housing Unit’’ shall mean one (1) single family house or one (1) dwelling unit in a multi- 
family structure. This ordinance applies to construction of new housing units or the conversion 
of existing structures into multiple housing units. 


BUILDING PERMITS LIMITED 
The maximum number of building permits for the construction of residential housing units which 
may be issued during any building year shall be 49. 
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APPLICATION FOR PERMIT 

A record holder or his agent (duly authorized in writing) shall submit an application for a building 
permit or permits at a regular Board of Selectmen’s meeting in person. Permits shall be issued 
at a regular Board of Selectmen’s meeting in order of presentation and qualification of the ap- 
plications; provided however, that if at any Board of Selectmen’s meeting there are fewer per- 
mits available than the number applied for, preference will be given to landowners who have 
received fewer permits. 


TRANSFERABILITY 
Residential building permits issued under this ordinance shall be transferable to successive owners 
of the land, but shall not be transferable from one lot to another. 


CARRYOVER 

If any building permits remain at the close of the building year, no more than thirty (30) building 
permits shall be carried forward and added to the permits available for the next building year 
in the following manner: one fifth (1/5) shall be added to the set-aside permits; four fifths (4/5) 
shall be added to the general pool of permits. 


EXPIRATION OF BUILDING PERMITS 
If a building permit expires, it shall be issued in order to the next eligible record holder. 


TERMINATION 
This ordinance shall terminate on March 14, 1989 unless appropriate action is taken to review 
and extend this ordinance.

Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, that the Town will vote to 
raise and appropriate the sum of $1,236,322 for General Operation, seconded by Mr. Leadbeater. 
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Mr. Derek Owen asked the purpose of the amended figure offered in Mrs. Gaskell’s amendment. 

Mrs. Gaskell responded that the amended figure is the Budget Committee’s recommended budget. 
She explained that the figure represents the difference between $1,249,874 in Article 4 and the monies 
not recommended by the Budget Committee. 

Linda Leonard spoke in opposition to Mrs. Gaskell’s amendment. She said that it was clear at 
the School District Meeting, when the citizens of the Town voted to do nothing to alleviate the severe 
crowding and space problems in our schools, that the Town was saying it would spend no more money 
unless absolutely certain we are getting the maximum for each dollar spent. She further stated that 
taxes cannot go up any more; the limit has been reached. Mrs. Leonard said that in the six years 
she has been a resident, her taxes have increased 132 percent. She commented that since the town 
had voted not to spend our tax dollars for our children’s education, she would urge that the same 
tax dollars not be spent on inessential items in this meeting. She concluded that if we are going to 
economize and hold down taxes, that it should be done across the board. She urged the voters to 
very carefully read and consider the articles in the Warrant and the proposed 1986 budget, in light 
of the actual appropriations and expenditures last year. Mrs. Leonard asked that people consider each 
proposed expenditure carefully and ask questions. She further urged that we take responsibility for 
our own action or lack of action. 


Mrs. Leonard offered the following amendment, seconded by Janet Krzyzaniak. 


To reduce the proposed General Operating Budget by $124,987, making the total amended re- 
quest $125,000 and a charge to the town officers to economize in such a way as to stay within that 
budget figure. 

She further requested that a yes or no ballot be taken. 

Robert York disputed the Leonard amendment figures, saying that the Town Operating Budget, 
plus all Warrant articles this year, will increase taxes 19 cents per thousand. 

Sidney Stockwell noted that the $1,249,000 figure is approximately 25 percent higher than last 
year. He stated that it was a considerable increase and asked for clarification on specific line item 
increases. 

Mary Ann Lewis stated that if people carefully read the Warrant they would understand what 
the increases were for; however, she suggested that the Selectmen further explain to refresh everyone’s 
memory. She suggested that the recommendation be passed over. 

The Moderator pointed out that a pass-over was not in order, since the amendment was on the floor. 

Mr. York explained that the increase in the Selectmen’s Budget was for administrative assistant 
salary and the four percent over step-raise given to all Town employees this year. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt suggested that revenues be looked at, as well as increases. He said the long 
term interest and principal on bonds was for the financing of the Sewer Project. The Town receives 
$102,000 in State Grants, against the $174,000 total principal and interest. He said that when looking 
at 24 to 25 percent increase on the appropriations side, credit should also be given for the fact that 
revenues are coming in to offset. In some cases, there is no tax impact at all. 

Mr. York states that the main increase in the highways area is the addition of a part-time employee. 
Mr. York added that escalating insurance costs also added to these increases. 

Mr. Stockwell questioned why such a large amount of money has to be appropriated, if the Town 
anticipates these revenues. 

The Moderator explained that it has to be raised and appropriated to be spent. If offsetting revenues 
come in, they will go into the Treasury; however, Town officers cannot spend money without the 
people’s authorization. 

Mrs. Gray asked that the voters look at the ‘‘bottom line.’’ She stated that a five percent increase 
in taxation over last year is not an excessive jump. 

Gerry Adams stated that the salaries for administrative assistant and Town officers do not total 
what they did last year and asked if personnel had left or if Town officials are taking a cut in salaries. 

Mr. York answered that the only change is that the administrative assistant is being paid for a 
full year, whereas last year it was only for half a year. He further stated that last year, the difference 
in salary between a secretary and an administrative assistant, would make quite a difference. 

Mr. Adams responded that if the Town had an administrative assisant for the entire year, it would 
have spent appproximately $113,668 in salaries, but this year they are planning to spend only $86,000. 
The actual expenditure if Town officers’ salaries for 1985 was $77,507. The administrative assistant 
salary expenditure was $13,161 for what, he assumed, was half a year. Mr. Adams said that 
added together, that is a $90,608 expenditure for salaries last year. This year, the figures for Town 
officers, plus administrative assistant, add up to $86,019. This is approximately $4,600 less than 
last year. He questioned whether the administrative assistant is still on the Town payroll. 
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Mr. York responded that one of the reasons for the difference was that BC/BS for two employees 
had been discontinued because they were covered by spouses insurance plans. 

Mr. Adams asked if BC/BS is considered part of salary expense. 

Mr. York replied that this was correct. 

Mr. Adams said he did not think BC/BS for two people would cost nearly $27,000. 

Mr. York added that another consideration was that overtime is not being budgeted in at all this 
year. He asked Mr. Adams if he would like the Board to increase Town officers’ salaries. 

Mr. Adams replied that if they deserved it, he believes they should get it; he was just asking 
for an explanation of the figures. 

Mr. York reiterated that the BC/BS cost savings and no overtime appropriation make a con- 
siderable difference. He said that the BC/BS saving would be approximately $168 per month per person. 

Mr. Adams further questioned Town officers expenses. Last year’s appropriation was approx- 
imately $41,000; this year the figure is $55,000. He asked if he could assume that the Town Officer’s 
expenses would include liability insurance for the Town and if insurance rates had doubled. 

Mr. York answered that this was correct and that rates have come closer to tripling. 

Mr. Adams pointed out that General Highway expenses increased from $48,082 to an appropria- 
tion this year of $50,860, which represents only a six percent increase. He asked if he was correct 
in that Article 5 is a separate item this year, as opposed to being included in the Highway Budget 
last year. 

Mrs. Gray responded that he was correct. It was included in the General Budget last year and 
this year it is a separate article. 

Chief Jordan spoke in opposition to Mrs. Leonard’s amendment. He said that he was certain 
that the General Operations Budget had been well scrutinized by both the Selectmen and the Budget 
Committee. He stated that a ten percent reduction would seriously affect the Police Department, which 
is service oriented and therefore, would show some type of reduction in service. He commented that 
on the revenue side, if the Department could go to the Concord Court and withdraw some of the 
$40,000 that they gave them for fines last year, they would look pretty good tonight. The Police 
Department showed a ten percent increase this year in revenues from fines, over which he had about 
two percent control. The remainder was mandated. He added that liability insurance has also increased 
considerably. Chief Jordan urged the voters to reject this amendment. 

The Moderator requested that a vote now be taken on Linda Leonard’s amendment to Mrs. Gaskell’s 
amendment. He instructed the voters in the matter of how a yes or no ballot would be cast. 

Mr. Donald Dorn questioned the legality of casting a yes or no ballot without the checklist. 

The Moderator explained that the Chair has ruled that a yes or no ballot is in order and he would 
be responsible for approved and proper voting. 

Mr. Dorn challenged the Chair on the decision. 

The Moderator said that a challenge was in order and asked for a second. The challenge was 
seconded by Cam Wagner. 

The Moderator then inquired as to whether the voters wished to overrule the Chair on a yes 
or no ballot without the checklist. He explained that a checklist is needed when voting to bond the 
Town. Part of the requirement of bonding is that a checklist vote be taken. He added that this is 
a simple aye/nay vote which allows people to vote in a mute, rather than vocal manner. 

A voice vote on the motion to overrule failed. 

The Chair was asked to clarify the parliamentary situation. He explained that the Town was now 
voting yes or no on Mrs. Leonard’s amendment which would raise $1,125,000 instead of Mrs. Gaskell’s 
amendment which would raise $1,236,000. 

The Moderator attended to the state of the ballot votes. 


Votes Cast 296 
Ballots Spoiled 2 
Negative 190 
Affirmative 106 


The Leonard amendment failed. 


The Moderator restated Mrs. Gaskell’s amendment to the motion. 

Mr. David Dufault stated that he felt that this is a difficult time and place to cut money from 
the budget. He said it was his observation that the Selectmen, both present and past, have only spent 
money that we, the people who elected them, have asked for. He commented that if people want 
to cut their taxes, they could plow their own roads and patch their own potholes. Funds need to be 
made available to do these things. Mr. Dufault said that this was unlike the School Meeting situation 
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where the State told the School Board that they must do thus and so. He further stated that the Select- 

men respond to what the town wants and they, as well as the Budget Committee, have already scrutinized 

and made cuts where possible before the issue reached Town Meeting. He concluded that it was un- 

fair to the people we elect to come here once a year and say we can’t let you do what we want you 

to do. He urged the Town to give them the tools to work with if they want something done. 
Mrs. Gaskell’s amendment was adopted in the affirmative. 


Mr. Fredyma offered an amendment to Article 4, seconded by Perry Killam. 

To add the sum of $25,000 for the purpose of enabling the selectmen to employ legal counsel 
to take whatever administrative and/or legal action is necessary to require the present and/or former 
owners of the company, known as National Northeast Fiberglass Corporation, on Park Avenue, to 
clean up the known and unknown toxic and/or hazardous materials that are on, or alleged to be on 
the site. Specifically those materials include: the four in-ground fuel and chemical tanks; the asbestos 
insulation inside the building; the asbestos siding on the building used by the Rifle & Gun Club; 
and any other chemicals that may have been disposed of on the site. 

Following a second to the amendment, Mr. Fredyma spoke to the amendment. 

Mr. Fredyma said that he was speaking only for himself, his wife and his three children. He 
apologized to the Selectmen and the members of the meeting for bringing this amendment before 
them without any prior notice, but he felt that the amendment should not be a surprise to anyone, 
given all the recent publicity and concern over the Kingsbury-Davis National Northeast Fiberglass 
site. He felt that this was the next logical step for the Town to take. He said it was clear that the 
Town of Hopkinton does not want a school on that site, but the Town’s responsibility did not end 
with that vote. Mr. Fredyma stated that we have a responsibility and an obligation to ensure that 
any unknown or alleged toxic or hazardous chemicals are cleaned up in accordance with State and 
Federal laws. He noted that from the work of the Space Study Committee that four in-ground tanks, 
containing varying quantities of #4 fuel oil, acetone, gasoline or kerosene, are not leaking today, 
but we cannot wait for the tanks to start leaking to do something about it. He noted that the building 
contains asbestos insulation and that the Rifle & Gun Club building has asbestos siding. He said that 
we cannot wait for children to get into those materials before taking action. Mr. Fredyma has been 
in the building recently and noticed that some of the doors are not secure and some of the windows 
are broken, which is an open invitation to children in the neighborhood to enter. Recent allegations 
suggest that there may have been improper disposal of chemicals on the site. He said that both Goldber- 
Zoino Associates and the State Division of Public Health Service have examined the files and the 
sites. They have, or are about to make recommendations or necessary additional work to determine 
whether or not problems exist. Mr. Fredyma stated that the owners of the property must be required 
to follow their recommendations and conduct additional studies to ensure that the site is safe. If it 
is not safe, he said that the owner must do whatever is necessary to make it so. He said that though 
its safety has not been proven as yet, it is frightening to know it is in the middle of the High School 
and residential areas and that no one came forward voluntarily with factual information about the 
alleged hazards until mid February. At that time, Dr. Bill Wallace asked his staff to do an investiga- 
tion; simultaneously, Mr. Fredyma requested that the Attorney General’s Office do the same. In con- 
clusion, Mr. Fredyma urged the voters to vigorously support the amendment and to protect this money 
from any reduction, should efforts be made to reduce the Town Budget later in the meeting. 

No further discussion. 

A division vote was called; the Moderator attended to the state of the vote. 


Yes: 170 No: 119 


Mr. Fredyma’s amendment prevailed. 


The Moderator stated that the question at this time was on Article 4 and the amount of money 
being voted on was $1,261,322. 

Mr. Dufault, speaking to Article 4 as amended, stated that the Town Zoning Ordinance sets forth 
requirements for regulating hazardous and toxic substances which may be injurious to the Health, 
Safety and Welfare of inhabitants of the Town. He then offered an amendment to the amendment 
that it stand as is, with the addition that the Selectmen or their appointed representatives, investigate 
all means of having the building removed before any Town monies are appropriated. 

The Moderator stated that Mr. Dufault’s suggestion was a proper instruction, requiring no vote. 
He pointed out that Mr. Fredyma’s amendment could not be voted on, however, unless someone 
with the prevailing side moves reconsideration. 
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Mrs. Nancy Marden moved to reconsider, seconded by Mr. David Burns. 

Mr. Fredyma questioned why the Town would not want to take the initiative to remedy the prob- 
lem. He felt that it is a mistake to wait for the State or Federal government to act. 

The Moderator stated that Mr. Fredyma’s remarks should be held until the issue comes before 
the meeting again. He stated that a motion to reconsider was before the voters. If a vote to reconsider 
was moved, the amendment would be back in the hands of the voters and remarks would then be 
appropriate. 

Sarah Dustin asked for clarification. She stated that she understood the amendment to Mr. 
Fredyma’s amendment to be instruction to the Town Fathers to explore the possibility of charging 
the expenditure to the owners of the building before any money was spent. It was not an authoriza- 
tion to spend the money to remove the building if that proved impossible. 

The Moderator replied that his understanding of Mr. Fredyma’s motion was that $25,000 be 
raised to engage legal counsel for the purpose of determining what could be done to correct an alleged 
problem. He added that how the Selectmen address this would have to be left to their good judgment. 

Mrs. Dustin asked if a yes vote for the amendment to the amendment would remove that 
authorization. 

The Moderator explained that an affirmative vote for the reconsideration motion would return 
the matter to the assembly and they would then have an opportunity to vote on it again. In this event, 
the voters would repossess the amendment, discussion would be held and Mr. Fredyma’s comments 
would be heard. 

Mr. Burns inquired if the Selectmen were aware if the DEQE had notified the owners of the 
building to do something about it. 

Mr. York responded that they had not been notified as yet. 

Mr. Burns asked if they hadn’t been notified that they were going to do anything or hadn’t been 
notified that action had been taken. 

Mr. York replied that there had been no notification that they are doing anything or intended 
to do anything about the building. 

Mr. John Windhurst stated that he had gone to the Attorney General’s Office to initiate an in- 
vestigation. He said that an investigation is underway and that they will be putting test wells in to 
test the site. 

The Moderator explained that his comments would be appropriate only after the decision is made 
to reconsider the amendment. At that time, he could offer comments. 

A vote to reconsider the amendment was adopted. 

Mr. Fredyma explained that his amendment was intended to make funds available to obtain legal 
counsel if needed, to ensure that any owners or previous owners, did nothing contrary to State or 
Federal law. If the Selectmen can accomplish this within the existing budget, the money need not 
be spent. He stated that in news accounts of similar situations, getting such efforts underway usually 
costs money. The building has been vacant for approximately four years. The School Meeting turned 
it down in terms of considering it a school site. Mr. Fredyma added that, with all due respect to 
the State and Federal governments, the machinery does not always move as rapidly as people would 
like it to in taking hold of a problem. He felt that the Town must take the initiative on this issue. 

Mr. Windhurst said that this all started at an information meeting when he mentioned that some 
of the old timers said things were being dumped out there even in Kingsbury-Davis time. In turn, 
he said Jim Fredyma wrote a letter to the Attorney General saying that John Windhurst said this and 
John Windhurst said that. Mr. Windhurst commented that he didn’t know whether Jim was trying 
to shut him up or not. 

The Moderator assured him that shutting him up would not be in order at this meeting. 

Mr. Windhurst said that on a Monday morning, he, Dave Newell, a representative of the At- 
torney General’s Office, Ken Marshner and John Duclos of the Hazardous Waste Division met together. 
They told the representatives what they knew concerning the dumping of chemicals at the Town dump. 
To which Marchner replied, ‘‘Boy, wait ’til you start closing that up, with all that stuff over there.’’ 
He added that Billy Stevens, Cathy Doyle and others testified to the Attorney General that there were 
thousands of gallons of waste dumped there. Mr. Windhurst felt that the Space Committee or the 
School Board should have investigated back in September and that an attorney isn’t going to do any 
good now, since all Mr. Hermann of Louisville, Texas needs to do is file bankruptcy to avoid the 
situation. He said that they should have investigated; not just tested to see if the tanks were leaking, 
but looked at all the other places they dump waste. Mr. Windhurst commented that it is too late to 
spend $25,000 to straighten out the situation and that the members of the School Board should resign. 

The Moderator commented that the school matter was settled Monday night.

Mr. Arnold Coda said that he agreed, in principle, with what Jim Fredyma wishes to accomplish. 
His concern, however, was that Mr. Fredyma’s motion as stated, dealt only with authorizing $25,000 
for legal fees and that it is not unusual for cities or towns to have to ultimately pay the clean-up costs 
of a toxic waste or unsafe dump. He suggested that it would be more in order for the Town to first 
determine whether or not there are in fact, materials there to be removed, what the cost would be 
to remove them and whether or not the Town would have to retain legal counsel in order to force 
somebody to do the removal. After this information is gathered, it could be brought back to the Selectmen 
or the Town Meeting before any action is taken. Mr. Coda reiterated his complete agreement with 
Mr. Fredyma’s intent, but expressed concern as to whether or not his motion would accomplish it. 

Mr. George Langwasser spoke in favor of Mr. Fredyma’s amendment. He stated that when he 
moved into the Amesbury Park area in 1971, there were problems with paint on houses, odors, stacks, 
barrels stored outside the building and numerous other problems that the Town had to face in dealing 
with the plant. He said that it is unrealistic to believe that the organization in question will clean 
up the area without prodding and the clean-up would be an expensive proposition. In supporting Mr. 
Fredyma’s amendment, he reiterated that the entire amount of $25,000 need not necessarily be ex- 
pended; however, the sum would be available if it became necessary to take legal action to force 
the clean-up. He further stated that if the company should become defunct, the Town would then 
have to pay for it by Federal mandate and that the issue should be dealt with now. 

Mr. Barton Mayer spoke in opposition to the amendment. Mr. Mayer agreed with the efforts 
being made to ensure preservation of the environment. He believed, however, that the budget before 
the meeting already included $13,000 for legal expenses. He further stated that the Selectmen are 
aware of the people’s wishes and have, at their discretion, the ability to transfer funds from one line 
item to another if the $13,000 is not adequate to achieve the goal. Mr. Mayer urged that the Select- 
men hear and take action. 

Mrs. Barbara Corson stated that she has lived next to the plant for 21 years and the problem 
has existed since the fiberglass factory moved in. She said that the Town has previously tried several 
means, including petitions, to make the organization do something. Mrs. Corson further warned the 
Selectmen that they had better be prepared to force the issue. 

No further discussion. 

The amendment made by Mr. Fredyma was defeated. 

It was requested that the Moderator restate the amendment. 

A division vote was taken.

No further discussion. 


Article 4 adopted in the affirmative as amended. 


Mr. Thomas Johnson moved to take up Article 35 out of order and to take notice of the ac- 
complishments of the Academic Decathlon Team, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 
The motion was adopted. 


The following resolution was offered by Mr. Johnson: 

Resolved that we the citizens of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, with pride and pleasure 
do hereby commend and congratulate the Academic Decathlon Team. Members as follows: Douglas 
H. Brown, Jennifer A. Boatwright, Michele C. Hunt, David R. Landry, Elizabeth A. Murphy, Daniel 
R. Strickford, Kristen Ward, Crystal P. Pishon and their advisors Augustine Monihan, Peggy Johnson 
and Andre Dusseault for their outstanding accomplishments of being the New Hampshire State Academic 
Decathlon Champions. And further, because of the honor they have brought to their town, we order 
that this resolution be spread upon the permanent record of the town. 


The resolution was adopted in the affirmative. 

Douglas Brown, speaking on behalf of the team members and their advisors, thanked the Town 
for their fund-raising efforts and support. 

Distinguished citizen awards were then presented to each member of the team and the advisors. 


ARTICLE 5: The following Article was offered by Mrs. Margaret Story and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mrs. Toni Gray. 
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Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, to vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $3,600 in the interest of public health and safety, to 
provide winter plowing and sanding on the following private roads during the winter 
of 1986: Christmas Tree Shores — 1,500 feet; Ridge Lane — 900 feet; Rolfe Pond 
Drive — 700 feet (ending at David Packard’s residence); and Little Tookie — 2,000 
feet (ending at Edward Price’s residence). This action shall in no way be inter- 
preted as changing the status of these roads from private to public roads. It is the 
general policy of the Town that no work will be done on any other private road 
or Class VI highway. 


Mr. Derek Owen inquired as to why these particular roadways have this status and what the 
town’s liability is. 

Mrs. Gray responded that although the roads have been plowed by the Town in the past, it has 
recently been pointed out to the Board that it is not legal to spend public funds on private matters. 
Therefore, they are asking for a special appropriation to take care of the roads as the Town has in 
the past. Since it can no longer be included in the General Budget, it is a special warrant article and 
must be voted on as such. Mrs. Gray said that she was not able to answer the question concerning 
the Town’s liability with certainty. However, she would assume the Town would have some liability 
should it continue to plow. 

Mr. Leadbeater offered the following amendment, seconded by Mr. James Fredyma. 

That if the money is appropriated, to request the Selectmen to obtain guarantees from the 
beneficiaries absolving the Town of any liability that may accrue to the Town for performing this 
gratuitous service. 

Mr. Robert Greer spoke, on behalf of the Road Committee, in opposition to Mr. Leadbeater’s 
amendment. He felt that trying to obtain signatures from all residents on a road in question might 
be a problem. In the case of a couple residents refusing to sign a statement absolving the Town of 
liability, the question arises whether or not to plow it. Mr. Greer stated that the Town couldn’t force 
people to sign such a release. 

Mr. Kenneth Locke commented that he thought the Town would incur more liability by plowing 
the roads in the winter than by leaving it up to the residents. If the residents themselves plowed and 
sanded, any liability incurred would be theirs. He suggested that it be left to the residents to plow 
their own private roads. 

Mr. Jack Donnelly spoke in opposition to Mr. Leadbeater’s amendment, adding that this was 
probably the first time he had done so as he felt that Mr. Leadbeater is usually “‘right on the money.”’ 
He thought, however, that the amendment was ill-advised. He did not feel that the people who live 
on these roads should have to sign away their rights if they were to be injured or run over by a plow. 
But more importantly, he added, everyone who owns property on these roads is taxed on the same 
basis. When the reassessment was done, every road was assessed in the same fashion, based on the 
frontage a landowner has. Therefore, people who live on those roads are entitled to the same services 
as those living on a paved road. Mr. Donnelly said it is encumbent upon the Selectmen to find a 
way to grandfather these roads so that the Town does not have to go through this discussion every year. 

Mr. Leadbeater thanked Mr. Donnelly for his kind words. He stated that he was not opposed 
to Mr. Donnelly’s suggestion, but he does not want to assume the liability that might possibly occur. 

Mr. Clifford Phelps said that it was his understanding that even though such a release is signed, 
if by negligence anyone is injured, the person is still free to sue in court. 

Mr. Jon Clarner asked if it would be possible for the Selectmen to gain assurance from the Town 
liability carriers that coverage for these private roads could be included. 

Mr. York replied that they did not know the answer to that question. 

Mr. Clarner requested that the Selectmen inquire of the insurance carriers if this is possible. 
He said that if it were, Mr. Leadbeater’s amendment would not be necessary. 

The Moderator suggested it might not be timely to address Mr. Leadbeater’s amendment if they 
get a negative answer to their inquiry. 

Mr. Harris Mercer stated that perhaps an explanation of where these roads are located would 
be helpful. He said that as he understood it, on these five roads approximately 95 homes are involved 
that are taxed on the Town rate. He added that for 22 years the Town of Hopkinton has been plowing 
and grading the road to Little Tooky, because the road going from Penacook Road down to the old 
railroad bed is Town road anyway. Only about one-third of this 2,000 feet is in question. If this is 
discontinued after 22 years, the services that have been instituted, such as mail route, paper route 
and other facilities would be affected. He then asked what would be done for these residents. 
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Mrs. Toni Gray replied that they are trying very hard not to stop that practice and hoped the 
Town would support them. 

Mr. Leland Wilder inquired as to why these roads had not been designated Town roads by vote. 

Mr. Robert Greer answered that as a Town they do not want to accept these roads, because they 
are sub-standard. Under no circumstances do they want the Town to be saddled with sub-standard 
roads. On the other hand, they did realize that it is illegal, within the Highway Budget, to be plowing 
these roads. After consultation with several attorneys, they determined that it would be legal to raise 
the money under the issues of health, safety and welfare. They could have chosen to just stop plow- 
ing the roads, as they had no legal obligation to continue. The Selectmen and the Road Committee 
agreed, however, to bring the issue before the people for a vote. He added that he personally felt 
that the Town should not accept these roads, because of their sub-standard condition. 

Mr. Leadbeater’s amendment failed. 

No further discussion. 

Article 5 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 6 The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Luciele Gaskell and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 as a contingency fund, or 
take any other action in relation thereto. 


Mr. Barton Mayer asked for an explanation of how the money would be used. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt explained that the contingency amount has been in the budget for a number 
of years. It has never been used and has always been turned back to the Town. However, it is there 
in the event that the need for additional funds arise. 

No further discussion. 

Article 6 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 7: The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Lucille Gaskell and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mrs. Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, to vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $20,500 for the purchase of a one-ton dump truck for 
the Highway Department. 


Mrs. Linda Leonard asked if the Town had not purchased a dump truck for the Highway Depart- 
ment last year. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt said that she was correct. 

Mrs. Leonard responded that several large expenditures for trucks were being considered. She 
asked how essential these vehicles were to maintain the safety of the Town and if the purchase of 
both a fire truck and a dump truck was necessary this year. 

Mr. Prewitt replied that the truck in question would be a replacement for another very old truck. 
Normally this vehicle would have been traded in, but it is needed at the sewer plant for minor work 
that requires a truck. He supposed that if she were speaking in terms of a life or death situation, 
they could wait another year; however, the Highway Department has a replacement program designed 
to avoid having to replace a number of vehicles all in one year. This request was part of an ongoing 
program to replace equipment. 

Mr. Eric Murphy inquired if there was any sort of bid process for purchasing the proposed new 
truck. 

Mr. Prewitt replied that every item that the Town buys goes to competitive bid. He said they 
have not purchased the truck, nor made any commitment to anyone, but they have priced trucks to 
get a feeling for what the market is. 

No further discussion. 

Article 7 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 8: The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Barbara Richards and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Bob York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, to vote and ap- 
propriate the sum of $85,000 for new construction of highways. (State to contribute 
$73,437; Town to contribute $11,563.) ($11,563 not recommended by Budget 
Committee.)

Mr. Derek Owen said he assumed that the phrase ‘‘new construction of highways’’ relates to 
the reconstruction of town roads. 

Mr. York replied that he was correct. 

Mr. Owen remarked that he took this article personally because it was down in his corner of 
Town. He said that part of his favorite road, a scenic road is included in reconstruction plans. He 
asked how much of this 3/10 of a mile is to be reconstructed and will the stone walls be removed 
and trees cut down. It was his understanding that to do this would require written approval from 
the Board. 

Mr. Greer answered that he did not have the facts and suggested that the Road Committee might 
respond. Mr. Greer went on to say that the road in question is on the Committee’s program, if he 
was referring to Brockway Road. It’s on the third year or quite possibly the second year of the pro- 
gram. At this stage they do not know exactly what the construction will entail. He said they would 
try to reconstruct within acceptable standards, leaving the stone walls and avoiding as many trees 
as possible. He concluded that should it be necessary to do work that violates the Scenic Road law, 
obviously they would go through the hearing process required by the Planning Board. 

Mr. Owen then asked the Road Committee if they were not sure what their program was, why 
anything other than occasional grading, needed to be done. 

Mr. Greer answered that no matter which roads they decide to work on someone will disagree 
with the Committee’s decisions. The Committee relied heavily on Dave Story’s advice in reaching 
their conclusions. In their opinion, these were the roads that have significant traffic volume and were 
in bad shape. Patching would no longer address the problem, they needed to be reconstructed. 

Mr. Owen remarked that perhaps he should take up his question with Mr. Story as to why anything 
needed to be done to this road. 

Mr. Story noted that one reason for a smaller crowd at this meeting was the probable inability 
that people couldn’t even get out of the road due to earlier rains. He said the part of the road under 
consideration, which only goes up to Ronnie Anderson’s residence, is always rough and difficult 
to keep graded, the rest of the road is pretty good. He agreed with Mr. Prewitt that whatever road 
is decided upon the Committee hears disagreement. As far as moving walls and cutting trees, Mr. 
Story said that he thought their record was pretty good. If people looked at Briar Hill Road and other 
roads that have been worked on, they would see that no walls have been disturbed and as few trees 
as possible have been cut. He felt that people have been pretty satisfied with the work that has been done. 


Mrs. Gaskell offered the following amendment to Article 8, seconded by Clifford Phelps. 
Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton at Town Meeting convened, that the Town will vote to raise 
and appropriate $73,437 for the new construction of highways. State to contribute $73,437. 


Mr. Robert Greer, speaking in opposition to this amendment, stated that there are approximately 
75 miles of roads in Town, of which approximately 50 miles are paved. At current costs, the Town 
has to spend anywhere from $100,000 to $125,000 a mile to reconstruct a Town road. They did not 
feel that spending $73,000 would be enough to make significant progress. They would obviously 
like to have a lot more, but they recognized the problem of higher taxes, so they recommended a 
modest increase to $85,000. Mr. Greer commented that even that amount would not build one mile 
of road. He urged voters to defeat the amendment and support the original article. 

Mrs. Leonard asked why the Budget Committee did not recommend the expenditure. 

Mr. Dick Coen pointed out that in the next three articles, more Highway Department expen- 
ditures that the Town has not had before, are to be considered. With those in mind, the Budget Com- 
mittee suggests that in this area funding from the outside would be more advantageous. 

Mr. Murphy asked if the Town qualified for state funding if we do not appropriate any Town 
money on a partial article. 

Mr. York replied that the Town does qualify. 

No further discussion. 

Article 8 as amended was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 9: The following resolution was offered by Peggy Cass and moved its adoption, 
seconded by Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, to vote and ap- 
propriate the sum of $60,000 for a road shim and paving program for Town roads. 


Mr. Greer stated that, as mentioned before, with the $73,000 raised in the previous article, only 
about 7/10 of a mile of road can be built a year. With 75 miles of road plus the increase of traffic 
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and growth in the Town, it was felt that the Town had to do something to address the deteriorating 
roadway system. Obviously all roads could not be rebuilt, so a program was developed whereby some 
of the roads in fair or good condition could be repaired before they had to be completely rebuilt. 
Their intention, under this program, is to do some initial basic maintenance and then use this money 
to asphalt. With $60,000, they calculate that about 2.3 miles of road per year can be repaired. With 
this program, they could then address approximately 3 miles per year. Mr. Greer said that it was 
their opinion that under these circumstances, they could make some progress in improving the Town 
road system. He concluded that the Town Road Committee urged the voters to support this article. 

No further discussion. 

Article 9 adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 10: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Fred Murphy and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, to vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $20,000 for the Town’s share of the cost of repairs 
to the Blackwater Bridge on Penacook Road. (Total project cost: $60,000; State 
to contribute $40,000 and Town to contribute $20,000.) 


Mr. Greer stated that this bridge which is about 20 years old, has steel beams which have never 
been painted. The State recommended that steel beamed bridges be painted once every 7-10 years. 
Since it has not been painted for 20 years, it has started to rust. Extensive work is anticipated in- 
cluding some sandblasting, repainting, peeling off existing pavement, patching concrete and repav- 
ing; paving approaches to the bridge, and replacing existing guardrails which are unsafe. The project 
will be designed and supervised by the State Highway Department. 

Article 10 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 11: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Les Townes and moved its adoption, 
seconded by Mr. Robert York. 
Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town will 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $98,000 for the purchase of a new fire truck 
for the Fire Department and authorize the withdrawal of $1,216 for this purpose 
from the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund with the balance to be raised from taxes. 


Mr. York explained that this truck would replace a 30 year old truck in Hopkinton Village. 

Mr. Murphy added that a pumper is needed in that area of Town. They are currently using a 
1956 truck which is on loan from the government. The new equipment would give the town about 
30 years of service. In the event that this article is approved a 1968 truck in good condition would 
be moved into a secondary role in that end of Town. This would give the Town about 15 years of 
fire protection in the Hopkinton Village Area, without any need to buy a new piece of equipment. 

Mrs. Wagner asked if purchasing this equipment would reinforce their position in regard to fire 
insurance on their homes. When they moved to the area, it was marginal whether or not they were 
close enough to various types of equipment. She asked if they did not approve this purchase, would 
it put them back in a marginal position. 

Mr. Murphy replied that he was not able to answer the question. He did believe, however, that 
the type of protection being offered with this piece of equipment, together with the dispatch center 
allowing a mutual aid system, the situation would be stable. 

The Moderator called for a standing vote. 

Mr. Murphy inquired if it was still appropriate for him to address the previous question. 

The Moderator explained it was not, since they were on a parliamentary question, unless by 
unanimous consent the voting body would allow him to speak on the motion. 

There was no objection. 

Mr. Murphy stated that the Fire Department has responded to the Capital Improvement Program 
which had been established by the Town in the early 70’s. This program established guidelines for 
purchase of equipment that would maintain the type of equipment for safety purposes. Last year the 
ambulance was recommended. This year a piece of fire apparatus was recommended. A Committee 
reviewed this recommendation with an eye to both short and long range goals and growth of the Town. 
Another consideration of the Review Board was the safety of the many volunteers who respond to 
a fire. This type of truck will add 2-4 minutes of protection onto the scene. Mr. Murphy said that 
the equipment under consideration will last into the 21st century and would be able to handle the 
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growth in that area. No further fire equipment purchases are anticipated until the mid 90’s. He con- 
cluded that the review process had been lengthy and thorough and he felt their evaluation of the Town’s 
need was accurate. 

The Moderator reiterated that a division vote had been called for.

Article 11 was adopted in the affirmative. 


Mr. Robert York thanked Mr. Philip S. Dunlap for his many years of service (1960-1986). Mr. 
Thomas Johnson presented to Phil a silver bowl. The Moderator declared a two minute recess. 


ARTICLE 12: The following resolution was offered by Mary Ann Lewis and moved its adoption, 
seconded by Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton at Town Meeting convened to vote to raise 
and appropriate the sum of $9,800 for the hiring of a full-time patrolman for six 
months. (Not recommended by the Board of Selectmen or Budget Committee.) 


Mary Ann Lewis stated that in view of the fact that this article was not recommended by either 
the Budget Committee or the Selectmen, a Yes/No vote be taken. 

Chief of Police Chet Jordan stated that he personally would vote against the article, however, 
he questioned the ability of the police force to adequately control the crime rate in the years to come. 

Mr. Dave Dufault urged people to vote in favor of this article and praised the nice rapport the 
police force has with the Townspeople and their children. 

The article was put to a standing vote.

Article 12 was adopted in the affirmative. 


Mrs. Ruth Chevion asked if Article 34 could be taken out of order. 
The motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE 13: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Richard Coen and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened, that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $1,500 to install fencing along the 
westerly side of the Contoocook Hydro Dam. 


Chief of Police Chet Jordan recommended the fence be installed for safety reasons. He explain- 
ed that it would be very easy for someone to slide down the bank into the river. 

Mr. Stanley Morono asked the Selectmen who is really liable for the cost of the fencing and 
installation — the Town of Hopkinton or the corporation that owns the hydro plant. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt replied that the Town owns the property and leases the land to the operators 
of the dam. Mr. Prewitt stated that since the Town owned the property the Town should be responsi- 
ble for the cost and installation of the fencing. 

Mr. John Liptak asked if we should appropriate funds to fence the other side as well. 

The Moderator questioned how much fencing is needed on the other side of the river. 

Police Chief Jordan explained it will be under renovation this spring and some cutting will be 
done and gravel will be brought in. 

Article 13 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 14: _ The following resolution was offered by Mr. Stan White and moved its adoption, 
seconded by Mr. Jack Prewitt. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 for the purpose of establishing 
an insurance trust fund pursuant to RSA 31:19A. The Selectmen shall have the 
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authority to request from the Trustees of Trust Funds such principal and interest 
in the fund as may be necessary to pay for such losses that are not covered by 
insurance or omitted by application of a deductible. 


Mr. Arnold Coda questioned the purpose of an insurance trust fund. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt responded by stating that we now have a $49,000 insurance premium which 
is $15,000 more than last year and the coverage was cut in half. He went on to say that this reserve 
fund would enable them to in the future, apply larger deductibles, reducing the premiums. 

Mr. Ed Leadbeater requested a realistic figure to aim for. 

Mr. Prewitt responded with figures of $5,000 and $10,000 deductable on property and to eliminate 
coverage on equipment valued at less than $10,000 or $15,000 depending on insurance figures. The 
premium reductions have not been explored yet. 

Article 14 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 15: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Tom Johnson and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $7,191 for Hopkinton’s share of the 
Concord Regional Resource Recovery Cooperative’s Operating Budget for 1986. 


Mr. George Camp asked what the Concord Regional Resource Recovery Cooperative Budget was. 

Mr. Robert York replied that a year ago we entered into this coop. In the later part of 1986 
we will be taking our refuse to Penacook. This $7,000 is our Town’s share of the cost for bonds, 
insurance, travel and landfill site search fees. 

Article 15 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 16: The following resolution was offered by Mr. Robert Greer and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mr. Robert York. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $35,000 for landfill testing in com- 
pliance with RSA 147 and authorize the withdrawal of $8,337 for this purpose from 
the Federal Revenue Sharing Fund with the balance to be raised from taxes. (Town 
of Webster to reimburse the Town of Hopkinton $7,000 for its share). 


Mr. Jack Prewitt stated they are in the first stage of closing the landfill. Part of this process 
is monitoring the area to see if there is leaching or any underground pollution. Five test wells will 
be established for runoff patterns. This engineering study is the beginning of a costly process. 

Mr. Charles Druding questioned why we are responsible for this RSA 147. 

Mr. Prewitt explained that it is our responsibility, and the dump over a long period of time has 
not been monitored. Webster has a 20% interest in it, and Webster will come up with 20% of the 
closing costs. 

Mr. Gerry Adams asked if testing is to be done now and again when the dump is closed. 

Mr. Prewitt replied that the tests will not be repeated twice. 

Mr. Eric Leadbeater stated that years ago he was on the Dump Committee and was advised by 
the State that the landfill project was the best way to go. Now that we are closing the landfill site 
should we not receive some funding from the State. 

Mr. Prewitt said he did not feel those methods used years ago would suffice now. 

Article 16 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 17: — The following resolution was offered by Mrs. Sandra Smart and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mrs. Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town 
will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $5,000 to engage the services of a 
professional auditing firm. 


Linda Leonard questioned the need for a professional audit. 

Toni Gray stated that the Town has never been professionally audited and that it makes good 
business sense. 

Article 17 was adopted in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE 18: _ The following resolution was offered by Mr. Ron Klemarcyzk and moved its adop- 
tion, seconded by Mrs. Toni Gray. 


Resolved by the Town of Hopkinton in Town Meeting convened that the Town 
vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $15,000 to hire a consultant to recom- 
mend a computer system for the Town and to authorize the Selectmen to purchase 
a computer system based on the recommendations of the consultant. 


Mr. Jack Donnelly asked if the sum of $15,000 was for both the consultant and computer system 
or just the consultant. 

Mrs. Toni Gray replied that at the 1983 Town Meeting they voted to have the Town form a 
Computer Study Committee and $15,000 is what the Study Committee recommended. We combined 
the money for a consultant and the money we believe will be needed for a computer system. 

Mr. Robert Waldron offered an amendment to Article 18 to spend $5,000 on consulting fees 
and $10,000 on the computer system. 

Mr. David Newell asked who the consulting firm was. 

Mrs. Gray replied that it had not gone out to bid yet. 

Mr. Donnelly explained that the auditors could recommend a system and that there was really 
no need for a consultant. He then went on to offer to amend the amendment to strike $5,000 for 
the consultant and leave $10,000 for the computer system. 

Mr. Jack Prewitt agreed with Mr. Donnelly, however he pointed out that the auditors will have 
some kind of fee for this service. 

Mrs. Kathy Schoch asked if the auditing firm could recommend a system that would incorporate 
all the departments onto the computer system. 

Mr. Donnelly stated that our Town would not be the first Town to be computerized and that 
the software would be available for all departments. 

The amendment to the amendment was defeated. 

Mr. Glen Killam felt it is ridiculous to limit the amount they spend in each category. 

The amendment was defeated. 

Article 18 was adopted in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE 19: _ The following resolution was offered by Mr. David Bell and moved its adoption, 
seconded by Mr. Robert York.

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REPORT OF SPECIAL 1986 TOWN MEETING 
SEPTEMBER 16, 1986 


Moderator Gary Richardson called the meeting to order at 7:30 P.M. and read 
an attested copy of the warrant. 


Mrs. Toni Gray moved the adoption of Article I as written, seconded by Mr. 
Robert Greer. 


Mr. Richardson called on Mr. Greer to explain the revisions in the sewer 
ordinance. 


Mr. Greer explained that the system has a few problems to be worked out. 
The system is designed to handle 120,000 gallons a day and is now handling 41,000 
gallons a day which means the system is only running at one-third of it’s capacity. 
The selectmen felt that a reserve system was necessary so that they would know 
when full capacity was reached. The plan included the following: 


I. Retaining 20,000 gallons a day for infiltration capacity, 
II. Reserving 4,000 gallons for future municipal expansion, 
III. Reserving 23,000 gallons a day for future expansion in single family dwell- 
ings and apartment buildings. 
IV. Reserving 13,000 gallons a day for known potential problem areas such 
as Woodland Drive. 


Mr. Greer explained that when these figures for each plan are reached, the 
plan will have to be reviewed. It is a plan which can be revised at anytime and 
one which will keep us out of trouble. 

Mr. Greer went on to say that there was also a problem concerning the use 
of the system by the towns people. The major point of this ordinance change was 
to develop a capital recovery charge. It is a fee for hook up to the system based 
on the number of units. A one bedroom dwelling is equal to 0 ne unit whereas 
businesses are based on square footage to detremine the number of units and large 
businesses and schools are based on the number of employees and students. Each 
unit equals 150 gallons a day. Mr. Greer explained that the town paid approx- 
imately $603,000.00 for the sewer system and this figure divided by the number 
of units on the system is how the capital recovery charge came about. (603,000.00 
divided by 735 = $800.00). 


Mr. Richardson opened the article to discussion and amendment. 

Mr. Edward Leadbeater asked if the $800.00 fee was adequate should there 
be an influx of people in town. 

Mr. Greer replied that the cost is to repay what has already been paid out by 
the town. 

Mr. Leadbeater questioned the water supply in the Contoocook precinct. 

Mr. Greer explained that the Contoocook water precinct would have to be 
addressed. 

Mr. George Wallace asked if there had been any inquiries from people wishing 
to hook up to the system. 
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Mr. Greer responded that the Selectmen have had two inquiries, one formal 
application which was denied and one informal inquiry which would probably 
be denied until the ordinance had been enacted. 

No further discussion. 

Article I adopted in the affirmative. 


Mrs. Gray moved to adjourn the meeting, seconded by Mr. Greer. 
The Moderator declared the meeting adjourned at 8:00 P.M.

Engineering is complete for the installation of water meters, a contractor has 
been chosen, and work will begin in late Spring of 1987. 

Engineering is complete for the installation of corrosion treatment equipment 
at the Chlorination Plant, and we will be voting to appropriate funds for con- 
struction at the annual meeting in March. 

Georges Park has been deeded to th Town of Hopkinton for perpetual use for 
recreation. 

During the fall of 1986, the Precinct Comission began implementing a forest 
management program on the Bear Pond watershed. FORECO: Forest Resource 
Consultants of Contoocook was retained to mark, lay out, and supervise a timber 
sale on the woodlot around Bear Pond as recommended in the 1983 Timber Cruise 
and Management Plan. After reblazing and painting the boundary lines, approx- 
imately 125 acres were selectively marked to remove the poor quality (diseased, 
crooked, or suppressed) and mature stems. The timber was put up for sale in 
November, 1986 and Cersossimo Lbr. Co. of Brattleboro, Vt. was the successful 
bidder. Logging began in December and continued throughout the winter. Special 
concern was given to Skidder trail and Log Yard layout to minimize the impact 
of logging on the watershed system. Because some shoreline areas have been 
misused by members of the public, it is hoped that the reduced asthetic appeal 
of the logging operation will discourage further trespass. The 1987 Precinct 
meeting will be an important one as we will be voting to install corrosion treat- 
ment equipment as well as discussing the future of the water precinct relative 
to ground water vs. surface water source. 

There are now 450 services being supplied by the Contoocook Village Precinct.

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THE HOPKINTON SEWER DEPARTMENT 


The Contoocook Village Wastewater Facility has been operational for over a 
year and has solved the problem for which it was designed. During this first full 
year of operation the Operation and Maintenance Committee has dealt with a 
number of issues to insure that this community service runs efficiently and re- 
mains effective far into the future. 

The Operation and Maintenance Committee has been responsible for oversee- 
ing the completion of the construction contracts. We have monitored progress 
and compliance and brought the project to a successful conclusion. 

When the wastewater facility went on line the committee had to deal with the 
problems of instituting a fair billing system without the advantage of water meters. 
The public was welcomed at committee meetings, and their concerns were con- 
sidered. An equitable system was developed and guidelines were established. The 
fact that a majority of the precinct members who addressed the committee felt 
that water meters would be the fairest method of assessing sewer bills led the 
committee to inform the water precinct of this view. The water precinct commis- 
sioners brought this matter before the annual precinct meeting, and it was ap- 
proved establishing the possibility that a metering system may be employed for 
sewer billings at some time in the future. 

Several applications to hook-up to the sewer system were presented to the com- 
mittee. Before any decisions were made concerning new connections the com- 
mittee gathered information and studied long and short term planning for the facili- 
ty. The capacity of the plant as well as the town sewer ordinance were looked 
at. Some long term planning was devised, and a few changes to the ordinance 
which would support this long term planning were recommended. These recom- 
mendations were discussed at a public hearing and passed at a special town 
meeting. The Operation and Maintenance Committee feels that these steps will 
insure a practical use of this facility far into the future. 

The committee has also been responsible for developing a realistic budget for 
the operation and maintenance of the wastewater department. By discussing ex- 
penditures throughout the year at our regular meetings and reflecting upon the 
first year’s operation, adjustments have been made to the budget which have put 
the wastewater department on solid ground while staying within projected 
revenues. Fees for sewer service in Hopkinton are reasonably in line with the 
rest of the state. 

Although several aspects of this project may have been controversial, we hope 
that all the taxpayers of Hopkinton consider the end product beneficial. An en- 
vironmental problem has been dealt with effectively at a reasonable cost to the 
community, and hopefully everyone considered the temporary disruption in and 
around the village worth it. The establishment of sewer service in Hopkinton is 
an improvement which the whole community can appreciate.

You are hereby notified to meet at the Hopkinton High School Gymnasium 
on the 14th day of March, 1987, at 10:00 o’clock in the morning to take action 
upon the following subjects: 


1. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $2,500,000 
(two million, five hundred thousand dollars) for the purpose of design, construc- 
tion, renovating, equipping and related fees and expenses of Harold Martin 
Elementary School; $2,450,000 (two million, four hundred fifty thousand dollars) 
to be raised by the issuance of bonds or serial notes in accordance with the provi- 
sions of RSA 33 and further to see if the District will vote to appropriate to the 
purposes set forth in the bond issue the balance and any accumulated income of 
the Capital Reserve Fund established in March, 1985, for the purpose of con- 
structing elementary facilities, and further to appropriate to the purposes set forth 
in the bond issue any interest or income earned on the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds, or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


2. To see what sum of money the District will vote to raise and appropriate 
for the support of schools, for the payment of salaries for School District of- 
ficials and agents, and for the payment of statutory obligations of the District, 
or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


3. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $137,171 
(one hundred thirty-seven thousand, one hundred seventy-one dollars) for the lease, 
equipping and staffing of 3 (three) portable classrooms — actual cost $62,950 
(sixty-two thousand, nine hundred fifty dollars), and for the employment of three 
teachers to staff these classrooms — actual cost of $74,221 (seventy-four thou- 
sand, two hundred twenty-one dollars) including benefits, or to take any other 
action in relation thereto. 


NOTE: Article 3 is not recommended by the Hopkinton Budget Committee 
if Article 1 passes. 


4. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $40,609 
(forty thousand, six hundred nine dollars) for the purpose of completing fire safety 
repairs per State Fire Marshall including 8 (eight) sets of stair enclosers, a ceil- 
ing under the Hopkinton High School Gymnasium, 10 (ten) additional fire ex- 
tinguishers, additional emergency lights, installation of fire doors & closers in 
the kitchen area, also fire rollup enclosers in the kitchen area, or to take any other 
action in relation thereto. 


5. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate $20,000 (twenty thou- 
sand dollars) for the replacement of the oil tank at Harold Martin Elementary 
School, or to take any other action in relation thereto. 
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NOTE: Article 5 is not recommended by the Hopkinton Budget Committee 
or the Hopkinton School Board if Article 1 passes. 


6. To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 
(ten thousand dollars) as a Contingency Fund, or to take any other action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


7. To choose agents, auditors or committees in relation to any subject embraced 
in the Warrant, or to take any action in relation thereto. 


8. To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and officers chosen and to 
take any other action in relation thereto. 


9. To see if the district will vote to authorize the School Board to apply for, 
accept and expend without further action of the School District Meeting, money 
from any source which becomes available during the fiscal year upon the follow- 
ing conditions: 

a. The money must be used for the legal purposes for which the School 
District can appropriate money. 

b. The School Board must hold a public hearing on the action taken. 

c. It shall not require the expenditure of additional School District funds. 


This action is taken pursuant to the authority of RSA 198:20-b, or to take any 
other action in relation thereto. 


10. To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting.

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HOPKINTON SCHOOL BOARD REPORT — 1986 


The 1985 Town meeting left us with no solution to the worsening space prob- 
lem in our schools. The crowding is most severe in the lower elementary grades. 
This year we moved the second grade to Maple Street Elementary School to make 
room for all kindergarten classes as well as readiness and first grade at Harold 
Martin Elementary School. This year we have four first grade classes which are 
all larger than the desired twenty students per room for that grade. The need for 
additional space is critical and the School Study Group has worked diligently to 
prepare a plan that will meet our continuing needs. I urge you to take the time 
to familiarize yourself with the details of the long-range plan so that we may pro- 
ceed at the earliest possible date. 

The high school evaluation was completed last spring and we are pleased with 
the results. Our school received “‘good marks”’ but there are areas of concern, 
particularly the maintenance of our school buildings that require priority atten- 
tion. Several years of lean budgets, insurance requirements and the Life Safety 
Code have left us in the position where our school buildings need attention. Some 
of the changes will be handled in the existing budget and others will be included 
in the 1987/88 budget. Larger items will appear as a separate warrant article for 
the 1986 school district meeting. 

In closing, I would like to encourage Hopkinton citizens to take an active role 
in our education system. You are welcome at our board meetings which are held 
at 6:45 p.m. at the high school library on the second and fourth Tuesday of each 
month. Your participation on committees such as the School Study Group pro- 
vides us with valuable help. My thanks to all of you who are “‘involved’’, from 
school volunteers, to coaches and committee members. Your time and assistance 
is greatly appreciated.

HOPKINTON SCHOOLS STUDY GROUP REPORT 


The Hopkinton Schools Study Group (HSSG) has completed the primary tasks 
assigned by the Hopkinton School Board last April 1986. The HSSG has developed 
a two phase Master Plan that addresses short and long term needs in the Hopkin- 
ton School District. 

The HSSG has evaluated options available and determined the interests of the 
Town of Hopkinton can be best served by utilizing the three existing school sites 
to solve our short and long term needs. With construction of new space and renova- 
tion of existing space the three primary objectives of our Hopkinton School District 
goals can be achieved: 


1) growth of school population; 


2) adequate space and facilities for State required and district desired curriculum 
and services; and, 


3) full and complete compliance with state and local life safety, health, and 
handicapped accessibility codes. 


The HSSG has conducted examinations and extensive discussions of options 
available to the Town, including, but not limited to: twelve month schools, dou- 
ble sessions, reductions to current programs, consolidated schools, cooperative 
schools, new sites, and tuition programs to name a few. Some of the options were 
either inconsistent with the expressed needs and desires of Hopkinton or severe 
economic factors made those options unrealistic. 

The plan recommended by the Hopkinton School Board calls for construction 
of new and renovation of existing space at our schools in two phases: 


Phase I Harold Martin School construct additional space to support a core 
capacity of 370 students in Grades Kindergarten 
through Three, to be ready September 1988. 


Phase II Harold Martin School construct additional space to support and expand 
the capacity to 500 students in Grades Five 
through Eight, to be ready in 1993. 


Maple Street School construct additional space to support a core 
capacity of 500 students in Grades Kindergarten 
through Four, to be ready in 1993. 


Phase I of the Master Plan involves the addition of some 25,000 square feet 
of new space and renovation of the existing 10,000 square feet at Harold Martin 
School. The plan would increase the number of classrooms to fourteen from the 
present seven, add special areas, library, health, guidance, and office space, 
renovate the cafeteria and kitchen, and correct safety and handicapped accessibility 
deficiencies. This project, if approved by District voters in March 1987, would 
be ready for partial occupancy in April 1988 and complete usage in September 
1988. The rated building capacity is 370 students. 

Costs are estimated at $2.5 million; with thirty percent State building aid the 
net cost to the town would be $1.75 million, excluding interest on the bond issue. 
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The highest tax rate impact in the first year of payments would be $2.40 per thou- 
sand, based on current total valuations and the favorable bond market. Subse- 
quent years impact would be less. 

The second phase will not be voted upon until a future Annual School District 
Meeting. For the purposes of our present work, we have addressed the probable 
future needs as they appear to be supported by available data and projections to 
the future. 

Based on population data from district sources and census data from State 
sources, as well as school population projections from both the State Office of 
Planning and the State Department of Education, we expect the school age popula- 
tion to increase from the current 908 students to 1,050 in 1993, and to 1,350 
in 1998. These increases are at a somewhat higher rate than a straight historical 
base would suggest, but are within reason. We expect the general economy to 
continue healthy and the State as a whole to grow at its present accelerated rate 
above national averages. 

We also assume the Town of Hopkinton intends to maintain the present rural 
character that makes it a desirable community in which to live and raise our 
families. This rural character will be achieved through active master planning 
and management ordinances that limit residential growth in the manner of the 
previous five years. We recognize this management of our future will result in 
increases in our school population and expansion of our school’s curriculum, 
responding to both community needs and State and Federal mandates. 

Phase II of our recommended plan includes additions at both Harold Martin 
School and Maple Street School to achieve a middle level education program for 
Grades Five through Eight and a comprehensive primary school for Grades 
Kindergarten through Four. We believe growth patterns will reflect needed rated 
capacity at Harold Martin School for 500 students and 500 at Maple Street School. 
It is our belief the actual land area of the Harold Martin School site is better suited 
for expansion to accommodate a middle level education program and, therefore, 
suggest such a plan be pursued. 

The present Hopkinton High School has a rated capacity of approximately 500 
students and should be adequate for the next five years. At that time Grades Seven 
and Eight are proposed to be relocated to the expanded Harold Martin School 
as part of the middle level education program. Consequently, the Hopkinton High 
School should meet our needs through 1998, assuming growth in Hopkinton is 
within our expectations. Hopkinton High School will in all likelihood need some 
renovations over the coming years to meet life safety and health codes, respond 
to curriculum changes, as well as maintenance and upkeep to address general 
wear and usage of the building. 


Other Concerns: 


I. It is our belief that small classes are more beneficial than larger ones at the 
primary and elementary levels. Tradition in Hopkinton has been toward small 
class sizes and we support such a continued direction. To reaffirm that 
philosophy, we believe the Hopkinton School District should adopt as its goal: 


Class sizes at Kindergarten should be 18, with a maximum of 20 students. 
Class sizes in Grades One through Three should be 20, with a maximum 
of 25. 


Class sizes in Grades Four through Six should be 25, with a maximum of 30. 
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II. The Harold Martin School site is approximately thirteen acres and is ade- 
quate for the foreseeable future. The HSSG has secured an appraisal of four 
acres adjacent to the school building that would be desirable for future ex- 
pansion of either buildings or playing fields, if reasonably priced. The ap- 
praisal will serve as a starting point for further negotiations. In addition, a 
professional survey of the existing school site will be performed to ascertain 
the property boundaries. One immediate concern is the probable need to in- 


crease the width of the existing driveway pavement to better accommodate 
current and future traffic. 


III. The Maple Street School site totals some five acres, more or less, and does 
cause some concerns relative to future expansion, 1.e. building siting, park- 
ing for staff and visitors, and play space. Consideration should be given to 
acquiring additional land on the east side of the building to improve the ac- 
cess to the back of the property. This area is presently served by a twelve 
foot wide paved traffic lane. We recommend the owners be contacted regard- 
ing our interests. Acquisition of some or all of this property would be 
beneficial to the Hopkinton Schools, and Maple Street School, in particular. 


Initial discussions have taken place with the Hopkinton Board of Selectmen 
and members of the HSSG regarding the development of some of the property 
in back of the Maple Street School and behind the town garage as playing fields 
in the coming years. A walking tour of the area was conducted this past November. 
Discussions are at the preliminary stage and need to be pursued to ensure ade- 
quate playing fields to support both school and community needs.

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ANNUAL REPORT 
HOPKINTON ELEMENTARY SCHOOLS 


At the close of the 1985/86 school year there were 443 students enrolled in 
the elementary schools. The students were housed in three locations. Two Kinder- 
garten classes were held at the Desiderata House in Contoocook. Kindergarten, 
Readiness, First and Second Grade attended the Harold Martin School and the 
Maple Street School included Third, Fourth, Fifth and Sixth grades. Not only 
were the students spread out geographically, but the classrooms were crowded. 
Many programs were forced to meet in hallways or other substandard space. 

To address the need for a long-range plan to meet the space requirements of 
the school district, a School Study Committee has been formed. The plan as ap- 
proved by the Hopkinton School Board will be presented at the School District 
Meeting in March of 1987 for the town’s adoption. 

Among the 1985/86 activities and events which enhanced the education of the 
children were an Artist in the Schools Program that exposed the children to a 
multitude of various art media and artists. The Maple Street School had an Artist 
in Residency for an entire week. Purly Gates worked with the children in the 
area of folk music. Also the Montshire Museum from Hanover spent a day at 
the Maple Street School with a fascinating exhibit. Traditions were continued 
at the Harold Martin School with the annual Thanksgiving Dinner and Mother’s 
Day Lunch. 

The P.T.O. sponsored the Ice Cream Socials, Parent Open Houses and the ex- 
tremely successful Fun fair. 

The elementary school self-evaluation was completed by the staff followed by 
an on-sight evaluation of the school completed by a team of professional educators. 
This evaluation will be incorporated into an action plan to meet the needs of the 
district. 

In closing I would like to encourage you to visit the schools whenever possi- 
ble; I believe you will be impressed with the quality of the programs and the staff.

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HOPKINTON HIGH SCHOOL’S PRINCIPAL’S REPORT 


The Eighty-second Annual Commencement exercises were held on the front 
lawn. The commencement address was given by Atty. John Howard Lightfoot, 
Jr., Class of 1966. 

Sixty-nine seniors graduated in the Class of 1986. Of these seniors seventy- 
two percent enrolled in college; eightly-two percent are in four year institutions 
and eighteen percent are in two year programs. Six percent of the class enlisted 
in the military service and twenty-two percent joined the work force. Two students 
in the work force delayed enrollment in college for one year. 

The Commission on Public Schools, at its September 1986 meeting, reviewed 
the report of the recent evaluation of Hopkinton High School and voted to award 
the school continued accreditation in the New England Association of Schools 
and Colleges. At this writing we have started a procedure for carrying out the 
recommendations of the Visiting Committee. 

Computers and computer education are becoming more and more important 
in our schools. Currently, we are teaching courses in programming, word pro- 
cessing and are offering an introduction to keyboarding to all seventh graders. 
In addition, six of our teachers, as well as six at Maple Street, received Apple 
Macintosh computers through the Governor’s Initiative for Excellence in Educa- 
tion. These are being used for grading, planning lessons, creating classroom 
materials, and other educational purposes. 

To assist in the planning of present and future needs of our students at the high 
school the administration and staff have contributed to a two-phase Master Plan 
that has been developed by the Hopkinton School Study Committee. The first 
of these two phases will be voted on at the Annual School Meeting in March, 1987. 

A Grant has been awared to the Hopkinton School District through the U.S. 
Office of Education. Two five member teams will attend a drug/alcohol preven- 
tion training program conducted by Adelphi University National Training Institute. 
This will help the school and community to develop viable programs to combat 
the mutifaceted problems of youth — problems which could lead to alcohol and 
drug abuse. 

Another new program adopted this year is serving all district students, staff 
and their immediate family members. It is referred to as the Student/Staff 
Assistance Program (SSAP). This program is a school-based system for the 
primary prevention, early identification, intervention, and treatment of troubled 
students, troubled staff, and their families.

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REPORT OF THE ANNUAL SCHOOL MEETING 
HOPKINTON SCHOOL DISTRICT 


At the duly appointed time and place School District Moderator read the warrant of the Hopkinton 
School District calling for the election of school district officers. He then declared the polls open 
at 8:00 A.M. to remain open until 6:00 P.M. 


In accordance with the duly posted warrant of the Hopkinton School District, the moderator called 
the annual meeting of said district to order at 7:00 P.M. March 17, 1986 at the Hopkinton High 
School Gymnasium. 


A motion was made by Mr. Milne and seconded by Mr. Adams to dispense with the reading of 
the warrant. 
The motion carried. 


ARTICLE 1 


The moderator recognized Mr. Dreihaup who offered the following motion, seconded by Mrs. 
Leadbeater. I move that the district raise and appropriate the sum of $400,000 for the construction 
of a four room addition to the Maple Street School ($385,000 construction and $15,000 clerk of the 
works) said sum of money to be raised by the issuance of bonds or serial notes in accordance with 
the provisions of RSA 33 and further to appropriate for the purposes set forth in the bond issue any 
interest or income earned on the proceeds from the sale of the bonds. 

_ Mr. Dreihaup, who was recognized to speak to the motion, stated that due to recent developments 
and information regarding the Kingsbury-Davis building, the School Board has retained a consultant 
(Goldberg Zoino Assoc.) to perform an independent risk assessment on the property. This firm has 
recommended some additional testing of the site as a result of their initial study. To ensure the School 
Board and the Town that the use of the Kingsbury-Davis property for a school facility is safe, 
the School Board recommends that these additional tests be performed. Therefore the School Board 
will be making a motion later to consider Article II and Article III at a later date. 

A motion was made by Mary French and seconded by Jack French to place the allocated money 
toward renovations for Harold Martin School instead of Maple Street School. Legal counsel advised 
that there was a legality issue regarding the amendment due to changing the intent of the bond. Mrs. 
French withdrew her motion and Mr. French withdrew is second. 

Discussion followed. 

A motion was made by Janet Krzyaniak to table Article I and take up Article II. R. Langworth 
seconded the motion. 

The motion carried. 


The moderator recognized Mr. Dreihaup, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mrs. 
Leadbeater. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,365,000 (three million 
three hundred sixty-five thousand dollars) for the purchase and renovation ($655,000 purchase price 
+ $2,675,000 renovation + $35,000 clerk of the works) of the Kingsbury-Davis Building, also known 
as the National Northeast Fiberglass Corporation, said sum of money to be raised by the issuance 
of bonds or serial notes in accordance with the provisions of RSA 33 and further to appropriate to 
the purposes set forth in the bond issue any interest or income earned on the proceeds from the sale 
of the bonds or to take any other action in relation thereto. 


Discussion followed. 
A motion was made by R. Hampe to postone Article II. The motion was seconded by Bill Stone. 
The motion was put to a voice vote and was defeated. 


The polls opened at 8:05 for voting on Article II and closed at 9:35. 
The moderator announced the followed results:

The moderator recognized Mr. Milne, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Desmond. 


To hear reports of agents, auditors, committees and officers chosen and to take any other action 
in relation thereto. 


Motion carried. 


The moderator recognized Mr. Milne, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Adams. 
To pass over Article VIII, IX, and X. 
The motion carried. 


ARTICLE XI 
The moderator recognized Mr. Milne, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Desmond. 


To see if the District will vote to authorize the School Board to apply for, accept and expend 
without further action of the School District meeting, money from any source which becomes available 
during the fiscal year upon the following conditions. 


a. The money must be used for the legal purposes for which the School District can appropriate money. 
b. The School Board must hold a public hearing on the action taken. 
c. It shall not require the expenditure of additional School District funds. 


This action is taken pursuant to the authority of RSA 198:20-b, or to take any other action in rela- 
tion thereto. 


The motion carried. 


The moderator recognized Mr. Guay, who offered the following motion, which was duly seconded. 
To reconsider Article II. 
The motion was defeated. 


The moderator recognized Mr. Hampe, who offered the following motion, seconded by Janet 
Kryzaniak. To indefinitely postpone Article III. Mr. Owen amended the Article to include Articles 
IV and V. Mr. York seconded the amendment. 

The amendment was defeated. 

The vote on the postponement of Article III carried in the affirmative. 


ARTICLE IV 


The moderator recognized Mr. Milne, who moved to pass over Article IV until Article I had been 
decided. The motion was seconded by Mr. Adams and adopted by the meeting. 
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ARTICLE I 


The moderator recognized Mr. Adams, who made the following motion, seconded by Mr. Milne. 
To take Article I off the table for consideration. 

The motion carried and Article I was open for amendment and discussion. Discussion followed 
and at 10:15 the polls were open for voting. The polls were closed at 11:15. 

The moderator announced the following results: 


Aye: 362 Nay: 205 


Lacking a two thirds majority the motion was defeated. 


ARTICLE V 


The moderator recognized Mr. Adams, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Milne. 
To pass over Article V indefinitely. 
The motion carried. 


ARTICLE VIII 
The moderator recognized Mr. Adams, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Milne. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $50,000 (fifty thousand dollars) 
for the purpose of funding the increase in economic benefits to be set forth in the master contract 
currently being negotiated between the Hopkinton School District and the Hopkinton Teachers’ Associa- 
tion, namely, increases in teacher’s salaries, increases in insurance benefits and increases in benefits 
for other educational matters, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


The motion carried. 


ARTICLE IX 


The moderator recognized Mr. Desmond, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. 
Milne. To see if the district will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $3,451,382 for the support 
of the schools, for payment of salaries for school district officials and agents, and for the payment 
of statutory obligations of the district, or to take any other action in relation thereto. 

Mr. Guay was recognized and amended the motion to read the sum of $3,361,000. The amend- 
ment was seconded by Mr. Lord. Discussion followed. 

The amendment was put to a vote and was defeated. 

The vote was then taken on Article IX. The motion carried. 


ARTICLE X 


The moderator recognized Mrs. Leadbeater, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. 
Adams. 


To see if the District will vote to raise and appropriate the sum of $10,000 (ten thousand dollars) 
as a Contingency Fund, or take any other action in relation thereto. 


The motion carried. 


The moderator recognized Mr. Milne who moved to indefinitely postpone action on Article IV. 
The motion was seconded by Mr. Adams and when put to a vote, carried in the affirmative. 
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ARTICLE XII 
The moderator recognized Mr. Milne, who offered the following motion, seconded by Mr. Adams. 
To transact any other business that may legally come before said meeting. 
Discussion followed regarding the space needs of the district. Judy Stone proposed that a Space 


Study Committee be formed and given the charge to study the space needs of the district and report 
at the next annual school district meeting. 


Mr. Milne requested the meeting to acknowledge the nine years of service given by Susan Leadbeater 


and the time given by Joseph Desmond in filling an unexpired term. The meeting gave them a rising 
vote of thanks. 


The meeting adjourned at 11:50 P.M.
